NUERNBERG, Sept. 28 (By 
Radio)—In the office of William 
J. Dodd; deputy American prose- 
cutor, several correspondents were 
ehatting today. Brilliant sunshine 
poured through the courthouse 
windows. A true Indian summer 
had replaced the rain and cold 
that prevailed for months in the 
Nuernberg enclave. It was as if 
the hand of a divine electrician 
were at the switchboard. For the 
denouement of the mighty tragedy 
of the war crimes trial, most of 
the scene of which were wrapped 
in profoundest gloom, there had 
suddenly been turned on from the 
heavens a battery of dazzling spot- 
lights. 

“Upon my word of honor,” ex- 
claimed Dodd, “I haven’t the 
slightest hint of what the court 
will decide. No secret was ever 
better kept.” 

The reporters chorused that they 
didn’t know either and didn’t wish 
to know. They had in mind an 
official communique invoking con- 
tempt proceedings, court-martial 
or both against any newspaper- 
man guilty of disclosing the ver- 
dict prematurely. But one of 
them caused a sensation by re- 
marking casually: “I know what 
the verdict will be, but not the 
specific sentences.” 

A Terrible Feeling. 

He explained hurriedly that. he 
did not seek the information and 
that someone gave it to him vol- 
untarily. In the midst of cries of 
derision and warning, he contin- 
used: 

“Tt’s terrible. I don’t dare take 
a drink before Tuesday afternoon. 
My tongue might get loose and I 
would tell all I know and, at that, 
it could turn out that my informa- 
tion was false.” 

Thus, -at the last haur, uncer- 
tainty still obtains though the 
city has awakened abruptly from 
its lengthy somnolence and though 
notables and correspondents are 
flocking in from every point of 
the compass. 

As the curtain is about to rise 
on the finale of the world drama, 
there are three schools of specu- 
lation regarding the outcome. 

At one extreme are the defend- 
ants who, their attorneys report, 
expect the worst. They have con- 
vinced themselves one and all that 
the trial will prove to have been 
an act, not of justice, but of po- 
litical vengeance. Most of them 
believe that a capital verdict will 
sweep the box from Hermann 
Goering to Hans Fritzsche. 

At the other extreme are ob- 
servers who argue that the finding 
may be startlingly lenient. It is 
pointed out that the court built 
up an admirable record of fair 
play in the hearing of evidence 
and that it will be concerned to 
carry that record over into its 
judgment. The magistrates are 
said to be well aware that they 
themselves will have to answer 


ENDS; CLOCKS TURNED 
T. LOUISANS who forget 
§ thet daylight saving time 
officially ended at 2 a.m. 
today may find themselves an 
hour early for Sunday School, 
church or the ball game. 

Most people made the time 
change easily enough by turn- 
ing the clock back one hour at 
bedtime last night. Six 
states ahd parts of 19 others re- 
turned to standard time. Twen- 
ty-three states that did not 
adopt daylight saving time last 
April 28 were not affected. 

Daylight saving time is being 
retained only in a few com- 
munities in Maine, where Aroo- 
stook county farmers are keep- 
ing their clocks ahead to aid 
the potato harvest. 

The change to standard time 
eliminates confusion in sched- 
ules of radio programs, trains, 
busses and airlines. The radio 
networks, whose programming 
is disrupted by daylight saving 
time, will eliminate special 
transcriptions and _ rebroad- 
casts,

U.N. SCIENTISTS DECLARE 
ATOM CONTROL IS FEASIBLE 


LOUIS POST-DI 


Safeguards Technolog- 
ically Possible, —but 
Task Is One Diplomats 
Must Work Out.

LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., Sept. 
28—With the obligation for pre- 
serving atomic peace placed by 


scientists squarely on the shoul- 
ders of delegates considering poli- 
tical aspects of world supervision, 
preparations were made today to 
resume debate Wednesday in the 
United States Atomic Energy 
Commission. 

Committee No. 2, the working 
committee which seeks agreement | 
between plans for international 
atomic control advanced by the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union, will meet at that time in 
closed séssion, 

Continuation of the vital pro- 
eeeding to eliminate threat of 
atomic warfare and to develop the 
power for beneficial purposes fol- 
lowed publication today of the 
Scientific and Technical Commit- 
tee’s report—the first unanimous 
agreement reached since discus- 
sion by the commission began. 

Committee No. 2 at its Wednes- 
day meeting will formally receive 
the scientists’ report. It is as- 
sumed that the document will re- 
ceive approval from all members 
as each delegation of the 12-nation 
commission was represented in 
the Scientific and Technical Com- 
mittee. 

Report by Scientific Group, 

It was the conclusion of the 
scientists that effective control of 
atomic energy was clearly practi- 
cal if nations agreed on a scheme 
to permit it. 

“We do not find any basis in the 
available sci_ntific facts for sup- 
posing that effective control is not 
technologically feasible,” their 22- 
page report set forth. “Whether 
or not it is politically feasible is 
not discused or implied in this} 
report nor is there any recom- 
mendation of the particular sys- 
tem or systems by which effective 
control can be achieved.” 

The report was adopted by 
members of the Scientific and 
Technical Committee without a 
dissenting vote Thursday after a 
long delay by the Soviet Union 
delegate. Political differences are 
yet to be reconciled, It is hoped, 
however, that the scientists’ expo- 
sition of atomic production, re- 
search and development, empha- 
sizing stages where effective con- 
trol is indicated, will serve to re- 
duce conflict between Russian and 
American ideas. 

Principal political difference in 
the two schemes is in the con- 
ception of effective supervision. 
The United States plan presented 
by Bernard M. Baruch con- 
templates international inspec- 
tion; Russian Delegate Andrei 
Gromyko proposed that each na- 
tion should police its own atomic 
territory. . 


The report was made up of six 
chapters, The scientists said that 
in approaching the assignment 
they kept in mind that the prob- 
lem was not solely what to do 
about atomic energy as a weapon 
“but rather the entire problem of 
what use shall be made of a dis- 
covery so great that its conse- 
quences will affect the future of 
human society.”

Kansas City Star Tells of 
Its Check of the Vote 
and of Request by Elec- 
tion Board for Official 


Inquiry. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 28 
(UP)—The Kansas City Star says 
in its Sunday edition that election 
frauds returned to Kansas City 


with the Aug. 6 rrimary, that hun- 
dreds of affidavits have beén 
taken and that the United States 
attorney is forwarding the mate- 
rial to the Department of Justice 
for study. 

It was in the Aug. 6 primary 
that Enos A. Axtell, candidate 
backed by President Truman, the 
James M. Pendergast machine, 
and the CIO-PAC, defeated Rep- 
resentative Roger C. Slaughter 
(Dem.), for the Fifth Missouri 
District congressional nomination. 

“When the returns came in the 
night of Aug. 6,” the Star says, 
“the figures from some of the pre- 
cincts in the first, second and 
fourteenth wards seemed fantastic, 
on the surface. 

“The huge. vote piled up in many 
of these precincts, compared with 
the remainder of the city, also 
caused comment.” 

It was the heavy vote, particu- 
larly in the first and second wards 
—all precincts of which are in the 
Fifth District—that gave Axtell 
enough of a margin to win the 
nomination. Part of the four- 
teenth ward also is in that dis- 
trict. 

5000 Personal Interviews. 

The Star says that it assigned 
two reporters to investigate the 
situation because for several days 
after the primary the city was 
filled with rumors of crookedness 
in certain precincts. 

John P. Swift, for many years 
an Assistant Election Commis- 
sioner, and Ira B. McCarty, back 
from a war correspondent’s 4as- 
signment in the Pacific, were told 
to get the facts. 

“After several ,weeks of comb- 
ing the city,” the Star says, 
“these veteran reporters decided 
they had enough evidence of fraud 
to justify a more detailed probe. 

“Accordingly, teams of young 
men, some lawyers and others 
students from the University of 
Kansas City School of Law, and 
virtually all returned veterans, 
were formed to canvass complete 
precincts to check the honesty of 
the returns.” 

The Star says hundreds of affi- 
davits were taken, more than 5000 
personal interviews were had 
with voters in their homes, and 
the Board of Election Commis- 
sioners asked to see what evi- 
dence had been gathered, then 
took it to Sam M. Wear, United 
States attorney. 

“After a discussion, Mr. Stewart 
(Joseph R. Stewart, Democratic 
member of the board) speaking 
for the board, all members con- 
curring, said the board believed 
the material constituted substan- 
tial evidence of fraud and that the

‘The text follows: 

“It is a pleasure and privilege 
to meet today to pay you an offi- 
cial. visit as the commander-in- 
chief of the armed forces of the 
United States of America. In my 
youth, many, many years ago, I 
had hopes of being a member of 
this corps. I didn’t make it. I am 
sure—morally certain—that if I 
had made it, I think I would have 
made a good officer, at least I 
would have tried. 

“We are facing a situation now 
which every country has faced 
after a terrible emergency. -We 
are facing the situation now that 
we faced after World War I, that 
we faced after the war between 
the states, and that we faced after 
the war for the freedom of the

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 28 — 
Missouri war veterans booed Gov, 
‘Phil M. Donnelly today when he 
flatly refused to recall the Legis- 
lature to consider their demand 
for a $400 cash bonus from the 
state. 

The Governor addressed about 
250 former service men who had 
participated in the nation’s first 
bonus march since World War Ii. 


He told them they were making 
‘the wrong kind of approach” and 
advised them to return home, con- 
fer with their legislative represen- 
tatives, and present their pro- 
posals “in an orderly manner” to 
the Legislature which convenes 
next January. “ 

“We do not have a form of gov-~ 
ernment of threats, of intimida- 
tion, of trying to stampede the 
Governor,” he said, not only re- 
fusing to summon the Legislature 
but declining to commit himself 
as to what stand he would take 
in the event the next General As 
sembly passes bonus legislation,

Despite earlier assertions the 
bonus marchers were “prepared 
to stay awhile” and would “camp 
on the Governor’s lawn if neces- 
sary,” Owen vetoed the sugges- 
tion the veterans remain and in- 
sisted on dispersal in orderly 
fashion. 

Most of the bonus marchers de- 
parted from Jefferson City early 
in the afternoon, by automobile, 
for the return trip to their homes, 
without any disorder or demon- 
stration, according to the High- 
way Patrol and Jefferson City 
| police. The officers commended 
the veterans on their orderly con- 
duct. 

Approximately 350 veterans had 
arrived in Jefferson City in the 
early morning hours and had 
sought to present their bonus de- 
mand to the Governor through a 
committee of three spokesmen, 
The Governor, however, said he 
preferred to address “a represen- 
tative group” and suggested that 
150 of the bonus marchers as 
wsemble in the capitol rotunda. 

Actually, about 250 veterans 
crowded into the Capitol and sat 
cross-legged on the floor to hear 
the Governor, while about 250 oth- 
ers, including state officials and 
onlookers, crowded into niches on 
each of the three floors.

That PAC .Back Him 
Vigoroudly.

JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 28— 
Even with practically all the 
cards in the political deck stacked 
against them, the Democrats in 
Missouri in this campaign could 


have a chance to re-elect United 
States Senator Frank P. ‘Briggs 
and a majority of their Congres- 
sional candidates if they could 
bring about two near miracles. 
Possibly they would stand an out- 
side chance with only one miracle. 

By getting to the polls their 
voters in heavily Democratic 
counties, who cast their ballots in 
the primary but when that is over 
think the election is over, they 
could overcome what now appears 
to be a very substantial lead for 
the Rupublicans. But that is 
something they never have been 
able to do in other than presiden- 
tial election years. 

If the CIO’s PAC should exhibit 
a real interest in Briggs, such an 
interest as they exhibited in 
Roosevelt and Congressman John 
B. Sullivan in the Eleventh Dis- 
trict in 1944, they could get reg- 
istered and voted a good many 
thousand fro>rsons, but. up to this 
time that scrt of interest is not 
in evidence. 

Primary and Election. 

There are about 20 counties in 
Missouri sé heavily Democratic 
that they cast a higher party 
vote in the primary than they do 
in the general election in the by- 
election years. 

This is accounted for by two 
facts. First, there are a large 
number of Democratic voters who 
are vitally interested in the selec- 
tion of their county officers but 
feel no interest in state officers, 
in United States Senators or in 
Congressmen. They have direct 
dealings with county officials, have 
a personal interest in who their 
county officers are. They are not 
conscious that they are personally 
touched by who is Senator “or 
Congressman. . 

In such counties there are usual- 
ly many candidates for the nomi- 
nation for each county office and 
the Democrats get out to vote. 
Because of the Democratic nu- 
merical superiority, the nominees 
are certain of election. Conse- 
quently the local election is over 
and large numbers of Democrats 
do not go to the polls to vote. 

Secondly, a sizable number of 
Republicans in these counties vote 
in the Democratic primary. They 
are interested in the selection of 
the county officers and the only 
way they can have a choice in 
who is county clerk, prosecuting 
attorney or other local officer is 
to vote a Democratic ticket in the 
primary. Like many of the Dem- 
ocrats, they have little interest in 
senatoria] and congressional can- 
didates. When the general elec- 
tion comes along, they either do 
not vote, or vote the Republican 
ticket. 

These counties include some of 
the more populous rural counties 
in the state. While there are 
some heavily Republican counties, 
for the most part they are small 
and the vote is negligible. 

In 1942 the Democratic primary 
vote was about 30,000 greater than 
the Democratic general election 
vote in those counties. Included 
in this list were Audrain, Calla- 
way, Lincoln, Maries, Monroe, 
Pike, Ralls, Dunklin, Mississippi 
New Madrid, Pemiscot, Ripley, 
Scott, Lewis, Macon, Marion and 
Shelby. There were a number of 
others. 

Hard Job for Workers. 

While it may be expected that 
the Democratic National Commit- 
tee interest in Missouri this year 
because it is the home state of 
President Truman and National 
Chairman Robert E. Hannegan 
will be greater than usual, and 
that a strong organization effort 
will be made to get out a heavy 
vote, this has been tried before 
without notable success. 

If a huge campaign fund is 
poured into the state from the Na- 
tional Committee treasury, as Re- 
publicans expect, some of this vote 
will be corralled for Briggs, butif 
the interest among the voters is 
lacking it will be a hard job. 

The CIO-PAC situation is yet to 
jell. Until it does, there can be 
no estimate as to what that 
strength will be in this election. 
Its influence is largely in St. 
Louis, and, while several rural 
Congressmen have incurred its 
wrath, its strength in their dis- 
tricts is too slight to have any ef- 
fect except in a very close elec- 
tion.. 

There are indications that it will 
concentrate its efforts in the 
Eleventh District for Sullivan. If 
it does, the result could not be 
of major importance so far as 
Briggs is concerned. It detests 
Congressman Walter C. Ploeser in 
the Twelfth, but, according to re- 
ports, believes it is impossible to 
defeat Ploeser and that the best 
politics is to put in the full ef- 
fort for Sullivan. 

Some Democrats attempt to find 
solace in the fact that the total 
Democratic primary vote this year 
was 68,543 greater than the Re- 
publican. Actually this does not 
mean anything. In 1942 the Dem- 
ocratic pri vote was 90,860 
greater than the Republican but 
in the general election the Repub- 
licans carried the state, It all goes 
back to the fact that a huge num- 
ber of Democrats who vote in the 
primary do not bother to vote in 
the genera! election in other than 
presidential election years.

“Don’t get the idea you can have 
a bonus without somebody paying 
for it,” he emphasized, 

Donnelly promised only to give 
the matter “careful and serious 
consideration” if the next Legisla- 
ture passes bonus legislation. “Un- 
der the circumstances, and in the 
light of what I have reviewed, 
there is no occasion to call a spe- 
cial session, and I do not intend 
to do so,” he concluded, 

Earlier in the day, Mrs. Minna 
Draper, Donnelly’s secretary, had 
found a six-inch terrapin on the 
floor of the Governor’s reception 
room. Painted on the back of the 
tortoise were the words: “Bonus 
or Bust.” How it’ got into the 
office was not disclosed. 

Riding in a caravan of 75 auto- 
mobiles and attired in parts of 
their old military uniforms, the 
veterans arrived in the capital in 
the early morning hours. The pro- 
cession was organized in Spring- 
field and most of the bonus seek- 
ers were from the Ozark country. 

The caravan traveled nearly 200 
miles on a roundabout route to the 
capital, picking up 10 automobiles 
at stops en route. The bonus 
seekers camped in a city park on 
the western outskirts of Jefferson 
City, and drove through the down- 
town section before moving on to 
the capitol. 

At a meeting in the park, the 
veterans had chosen three spokes- 
men, all from Springfield. These 
were Owen, who is a wholesale 
drug salesman; B. E. Tabor, an- 
other ex-Marine, and Harvey W. 
Yost, former chief petty officer in 
the Navy. 


Legislature in Recess. 


The Legislature technically has 
not adjourned but is in recess un- 
til the end of the year. It re- 
cessed last week until Oct. 28 to 
enable recently enacted bills to 
become operative 90 days from the 
beginning of the recess period. 
Were it not for the technical re- 
cess, the measures would not be- 
come effective until 90 days after 
final adjournment. 

It is known the leaders of both 
Republican-controlled houses plan 
to recess from time to time until 
the end of the year, having in 
mind that, in the event an emer- 
gency develops, the Legislature 
can be reconvened at the call of 
its own leaders instead of being 
Placed in the position of being 
called back, after a 22-month ses- 
sion, by a Democratic Governor.

PITTSBURGH, Pa., Sept. 28 
(AP)—Striking power union work- 
ers tonight rejected a peace pro- 
posal from the Duquesne Light 
Co. The action dashed hopes for 
immediate settlement of a walk- 
out which has paralyzed business 
and industry and created a trans- 
portation crisis in the city. 

President George L. Mueller of 
the union announced the vote was 
1170 to 553. The vote was on a 
motion to reject an offer by the 
management of a 5 per cent pay 
increase. The union seeks 20 per 
cent, 

Meanwhile, the power supply 
was waning rapidly, its transit 
system was shut down tight and 
many ‘thousands of workers were 
idle because of the strike which 
started five days ago. 

City officials disclosed tonight 

that because of the strike it has 
stopped supplying water from its 
reserve supplies to six suburban 
communities. One of these, Shaler 
township, reported it faced an im- 
mediate water shortage. 
AFL streetcar workers and bus 
drivers voted today to refuse to 
pass picket lines set up by the 
striking members of the Independ- 
ent Association of Employes of 
the Duquesne Light Co. 

The action was taken by the 
local divisions of the AFL Amalga- 
mated Association of Street, Elec- 
tric Railway and Motor Coach 
Employes, representing 3500 street 
car and bus employes of the Pitts- 
burgh Railways Co. Both the 
light company and the railways 
company are subsidiaries of the 
Philadelphia Co. 

The tieup of 950 streetcars and 
125 busses stopped the main 
means of transit into downtown 
Pittsburgh. Normally, these sys- 
tems handle 1,000,000 fares daily. 

Power has flowed to all homes, 
hospitals and commercial build- 
ings in the area, but many facto- 
ries, plants and firms are closed 
so that electricity may be con- 
served.

WORLD’S ANNUAL SUPPLY 
OF URANIUM AND THORIUM 
ESTIMATED AT 1000 TONS 


LAKE SUCCESS, N. Y., 
Sept. 28 (AP). 
HE scientists’ report to be 
submitted to the United 
Nations Atomic Eneryg 
Commission says “as far as 
we know uranium and thorium 
are the only raw materials 
from which the nuclear fuel 
required for the development 
of atomic energy can be ob- 
tained.” 

The report estimated that 
the current annual world sup- 
ply of uranium and thorium, 
about 1000 tons, was enough 
“for the production of from 
70 to 3500 (atomic) bombs per 
year, or for the generation of 
electric power at a rate of 
2,000,000 kilowatts and possibly 
many times this rate.” The 
number of bombs would de- 
pend on the still-secret quan- 
tity of nuclear fuel necessary 
for a single bomb, which, it 
is known, requires more than 
two and less than 100 kilo- 
grams. 

The committee said it was 
possible that major discoveries 
may have been made some- 
where in the world but not 
disclosed, and also that utiliza- 
tion of some other materials

“It must be stressed that all the 
Operations are interrelated and the 
effectiveness of safeguards at any 
one stage depends in large 
measure on the safeguards erected 
at other stages,” the report said. 
“It is clear that unless appropri- 
ate safeguards are taken insuring 
that material cannot be diverted 
from mining operations, attempts 


may be made to use it for weap- | 


ons.” 

Because of the large scale oper- 
ations involved in mining urani- 
um and thorium, sole known raw 
materials for manufacture of nu- 
clear power, it is recommended 
that distribution from mines 
should be carefully noted as huge 
quantities are necessary for pro- 
duction. 

The task of extraction requires 
less bulk, sizeable plants. Huge 
“losses” in the process of refine- 
ment of processing, however, pro- 
vide opportunity for diversion. 
“Only application of very close 
and careful safeguards would pro- 
vide assurance against the surrep- 
titious production of explosive ma- 
terial.” 

Problems of Detection.

“Production of nuclear fuels is 
the crucial stage in the opera- 
tions,” the report continued. “Sep- 
aration plants, reactors and ex- 
traction plants deliver nuclear 
fuel which may be used for the 
manufacture of atomic weapons.” 

Installations are small and with 
skilled personnel, little time is re- 
quired for the production of 
atomic bombs, once the procedure 
is known. Thus at this stage, the 
danger is extremely serious. Safe- 
guards should “not only reckon 
with the materials in the installa- 
tions themselves, but also with 
stocks of purified product.” 


Secondary reactors used for re- 
search and medical purposes would 
afford little opportunity for diver- 
sion unless operated in unduly 
large numbers as they produce and 
contain trifling quantities of nu- 
clear fuel. However, secondary 
reactors for production of electric 
power or industrial heating should 
be carefully supervised as it would 
be possible to convert them to 
dangerous purpoves, 

Considering the possibility of 
seizure of atomic plants by force, 
the committee recommended “a 
wide geographical dispersal of 
stocks and plants and the restric- 
tion of stocks to minimum operat-

To attempt it with mate- 
rials from earlier stages of pro- 
duction or with ores from undis- 
closed mines would be unlikely 
because of large-scale operations 
involved, although exposure would 
be more difficult if plants were in 
scattered units, 

It would be difficult to carry on 
clandestine mining or concentrat- 
ing of uranium or thorium ores if 
adequate knowledge of their geo- 
logical occurrence were available. 
Mining operations, particularly of 
the enormous quantities of raw 
material necessary for manufac- 
ture of nuclear fission, would 
make concealment improbable. 


“The maintenance and strength- 
ening of the international commu- 
nity of scientists, the free ex- 
change of scientific information 
and an increasing awareness 
among all scientists of one anoth- 
er’s research activities would as- 
sist in making less likely the ap- 
plication of research talent to 
clandestine activities,” the report 
said: “The major assurance against 
clandestine activities would lie in 
the existence of effective safe- 
guards applied to peaceful activi- 
ties.” 

In a chapter dealing with “fu- 
ture developments,” the commit- 
tee said the possibility had been 
considered that some day the pro- 
duction of atomic weapons could 
become easier through a method 
of separating U-235 from the nat- 
ural uranium less elaborate than 
at present. 

“Whatever the future may bring, 
those charged with responsibility 
for maintaining safeguards on 
atomic energy will best be able 
to make necessary adaptations in 
these safeguards if they are inti- 
mately associated with and par- 
ticipating in new developments in 
the entire field,” the report said. 

Introducing preliminary chap- 
ters of the document, describing 
production and utilization of nu- 
clear fuels, it was set forth that 
the committee had limited infor- 
mation—all non-secret and pre- 
viously published. Thus, despite 
the scope of the survey, the 
“know-how” of the atomic bomb 
remained undisclosed. The accu- 
racy of available information was 
unquestioned. 

Members of the committee set 
forth that it was unlikely that 
their facts were incomplete in 
any other sense, “that major dis- 
coveries may have been made 
somewhere in the world but not 
disclosed.” 

“Such discoveries, as well as 
any which may be made within 
the next few years, may well 
affect some aspects of the prob- 
lem of control in a _ significant 
way. Such a possibility cannot 
be excluded. On the other hand 
there are scientific grounds for 
believing that discoveries un- 
known to us which might seri- 
ously invalidate our analysis of 
the technical aspects of control, 
are improbable.”

purposes, the scientists turned 
briefly to description of the 
atomic weapon. It is described 
as a reactor, consuming as much 
as possible of the nuclear fuel 
until bursting. 


“Materials will explode spontan- 
eously as soon as the quantity of 
material in a single piece becomes 
large enough that the neutrons 
are effectively confined and util- 
ized. The detonation of the bomb 
is then a matter of bringing to- 
gether rapidly two or more pieces 
of fuel material which together 
exceed this critical size.” 


The bomb, estimated in size to 
be “more than two and less than 
100 kilograms” is described as a 
highly specialized product manu- 
factured by skilled workers in a 
relatively small establishment. An 
equally vague estimate of poten- 
tial quantity of bombs was set 
forth. With each 1000 tons of 
uranium mined a year, between 
70 and 3500 bombs could be pro- 
duced, it was said. The same 
amount of uranium would permit 
generation of electric power at the 
rate of at least 2,000,000 kilowatts, 
possibly many times more.

Answer to One Pointed at Him—Mob 
Hangs 3 Dissidents to Lampposts. 


LA PAZ, Bolivia, Sept. 28 (AP) 
—A quick draw of a revolver by 
President Tomas Monje Gutierrez 
probably saved him from death 
yesterday at the hands of the 
would-be assassin, who afterwards 
was strung up to a lamppost by a 
mob, the newspaper La Razon 
said today. 

Former Lt. Luis Oblitas Busta- 
mante broke into the president’s 
office and aimed a revolver at 
him, the newspaper said. It quoted 
President Monje as giving this 
version of the affair: 


“I told him, ‘I am the president 
o. the republic. This is the place 
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the people assigned me, and only 
the people can put me out.’ 

“The intruder, as his only reply, 
raised his revolver and pointed it 
at me. In view of this act, I 
pulled out mine, aiming at my ag- 
gresso:, and the latter gave up 
his idea of shooting.” 

A crowd timated at 80,000 per- 
sons hanged Oblitas Bustamante 
and two majors, Jose Escobar and 
Jorge Eguino, former police 
chiefs, to lampposts in the city 
plaza, where former president 
Gualberto Villarroel and members 
of his government were put to 
death by revolutionists last July. 

Officials said that the mob 
seized Oblitas Bustamante from 
police officers near the presi- 
dential office and that the majors, 
regarded as ringleaders in the 
government of Villarroel, were 
taken from the city jail. 

Nineteen other jailed members 
of the deposed government were 
not harmed. 

Police volunteers quickly were 
posted in front of foreign embas- 
sies and legations to avert any 
possible attempts by the mob to 
seize members of the ousted gov- 


‘ernment who had sought refuge in 


those buildings. 

(In Washington, Ricardo Marti- 
nez Vargas, Bolivian ambassador 
to the United States, said he had 
received reports from La Paz that 
everything was quiet after the 
hangings.

Maneuvers ‘Not So Much 
of a Defensive as of an 
Offensive Character,’ 
It Says. 


LONDON, Sept. 28 (AP) — 
Communist party newspaper 
Pravda commented today that 
“Arctic expeditions organized -by 
the American military leaders are 
not likely to help the consolidation 
of peace and the strengthening of 
confidence among peoples.” 

In an article broadcast from 
Moscow, Pravda said there was 
propaganda in the United States 
“to convince naive people that 
America is completely defenseless 
from the side of the Arctic.”

ARMY MAN DISPUTES REPORT 


FLYERS MAY BE LOLO SLAVES 


PROVIDENCE, R.I., Sept. 28 
(AP)—Capt. Edward S. Jones O.R. 
C., former lieutenant colonel with 
the United States Army ground 
aid service in China, said here 
last night it was impossible that 
any American airmen are living as 
slaves of the aboriginal Lolo tribes 
in mountainous western China. 


A former executive officer with 
the division of military intelligence 
charged with retrieving American 
airmen forced down in China, 
Capt. Jones said that out of sev- 
eral hundred crash landings of 
American planes in China, only 
three planes were lost track of, 
and none of these was near Lolo 
territory. 

According to Army records, 
Capt. Jones said, only one 
American plane ever was forced 
down in Lolo territory and its en- 
tire crew of five men came out of 
the wild Tibetan mountains six 
weeks later. They reported they 
were well treated by the Lolos,

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What the New MISSOURI 
MOTOR VEHICLE Safety- 
Responsibility Law Means to You! 


EFFECTIVE OCT. 6, 1946 


HOW IT WORKS 


This digest is offered for the purpose of presenting 
in non-technical language the more important pro- 
visions of this new law which will affect’ the owner 
and driver of every automobile operated in Missouri 
after October 6, 1946. 

The most important provision of this new law is 
that the Commissioner of Motor Vehicles shall suspend 
the operator's license and:all registration certificates 
and license plates of a person who has failed, for 30 
days, to satisfy a final judgment obtained against him 


in any court of competent jurisdiction of Missouri, or , 


of any other state or of any Province of Canada, on 
a cause of action for damages pies out of owner- 
ship, maintenance, use or operation of an automobile, 


JUDGMENTS MAY BE PAID IN INSTALLMENTS 


The court in which a judgment has been obtained 
may, with the consent of the judgment creditor, order 
the judgment paid in installments. If such payments 
are permitted and in addition, the judgment 
debtor furnishes Proof of Financial Respeonsi- 
bility, the Commissioner shall not suspend his license 
or registration and shall restore license and registra- 
tion if already suspended. 

Failure to pay me such installment within 30 days 
after its due date shall result in forthwith suspension 
until the entire judgment is paid. 


WHAT IS PROOF OF FINANCIAL 
RESPONSIBILITY 


Proof of Financial Responsibility means proof 
of ability to pay damages. for any liability thereafter 
incurred, resulting from the ownership, maintenance, 
use or operation of an automobile involved in any 
one accident causing bodily injury to or death of any 
one person in the amount of $5,000, and subject to 
that limit for any one person injured or killed, in the 
amount of $10,000 for bodily injury to or death of 
two'or more persons in any one accident, and for 
damage to pro in the amount of $1,000 resulting 
from any one accident, The term damages for bodily 
injury shall include damages for care and loss of 
services. 


HOW TO FURNISH PROOF OF 
FINANCIAL RESPONSIBILITY 


Proof of Financial Responsibility may be furnished 
1. A POLICY OF AUTOMOBILE LIABILITY INSUR. 
ANCE issued by an insurance company licensed to do 
business in Missouri with the minimum limits set 
forth above. 


2. DEPOSITING WITH THE STATE TREASURER 
$11,000, cash or approved securities, and filing with 
the Commissioner a receipt showing that such de- 
posit has been made. 


3. A BOND, filed with the Commissioner, conditioned 
for payments in amounts and under the same circum- 
stances, as are required in an automobile liability 
policy. Such bond must be executed by the person 
required to furnish the proof and by a surety company 
authorized to transact business’in Missouri or by two 
individual sureties each owning real estate in Missouri 
and each having an equity therein in excess of the 
amount.of the bond. An individual bond must be ap- 
proved by a judge of a court of record and becomes 
a lien against the real estate upon recovery of a 
judgment against the person required to furnish the 
proof, arising out of an automobile accident after the 
date of the filing of the bond. 


MISCELLANEOUS PROVISIONS 


Discharge in bankruptcy shall not relieve a judg- 
ment debtor from any of the requirements of this law. 

The owner of an automobile may furnish Proof of 
Financial Responsibility for his chauffeur or a member 
of his family. Such person may opérate only an auto. 
mobile for which the owner has given proof, and this 
restriction shall be endorsed upon his license. 

A person whose license or registration has been 
suspended or revoked must immediately return his 
license, registration certificate and plates to the 
Commissioner of Motor Vehicles. Wilful failure to 
do so is a misdemeanor. The Commissioner may 
direct any peace officer to take possession of any 
license, registration or plates so suspended.

WEST POINT, N.Y., Sept. 28 
(UP) — Army’s touted football 
forces showed The Man from 
Missouri today but needed all the 
luck in the book to flatten a 
fighting Oklahoma team, 21-7, for 
its twentieth straight triumph, 


President Truman headed a 
crowd of 25,500 which turned out 
in the bright, warm sunlight at 
Michie Stadium to see this mighty 
Cadet team favored to retain 
mythical national honors. But 
with Army’s explosive ground at- 
tack chained to the bench in the 
form of Fullback Doc Blanchard, 
they came close to witnessing an 
upset, 

For in one of the most savage 
line battles of this or any season, 
Oklahoma roared into a one 
touchdown lead, fell behind and 
then was knocking at the door for 
a tying touchdown when a break 
put the game on ice for the 
Cadets. It came when Arnold 
Tucker, Army field general, 
scooped a fumble out of the air 
and raced 86 yards for the de- 
ciding touchdown. 

With Blanchard on the sidelines, 
he and Glenn Davis, his touch- 
down twin, gave up the spotlight 
for the first time in Army’s long 
victory string. For a brawling 
Oklahoma line that barred no 
holds smothered the fleet Davis 
as his unpublicized teammates 
took over. 

Standing out in that rugged line 
was Center Johnny Rapacz, of 
Kalamazoo, Mich., who recovered 
three first period fumbles to start 
Oklahoma drives. Oklahoma went 
ahead in the second when a punt 
dropped out on Army’s 13. Stan 
West blocked Johnny Green’s punt 
‘and Guard Norman McNabb 
hugged it on the end zone. Dave 
Wallace kicked the point and 
Armiy trailed. 

With 47 seconds left in the half, 
Army tied it up as Tucker tossed 
a 46-yard aerial to Davis on the 
15. Thrown back three yards, 
Tucker passed to Davis on the 
six, Rip Rowan hit the four and 
Tucker passed to Hank Foldberg 
of Dallas for the score.

But Oklahoma hammered right 
back, marching 73 yards to Army’s 
four before Tucker intercepted a 
pass.

They were on 
the nine-yard stripe with one yard 
to go for a first down as the last

Winding streets, parks and 
playgrounds and auto parking 
areas are to be provided in de- 
velopment of the ground. Unlike 
the Manhasset and: Lucas and 
Hunt projects, which have the ap- 
pearance of Big-City apartment 
buildings, Livengood’s project is 
to look more like a subdivision of 
individual homes, he said. 

Colonial architectural design 
will be used and each building 
will contain fewer units than do 
the large structures erected in 
the villages.

California Power Battle 
Looms With Completion 


Of Shasta Dam Unit Near : 


Bureau of Reclamation PJan to Sell Electric-|j 
ity to Municipalities and Rural Associa-/; 
tions Has Run Afoul of the Pacific Gas and i 


Electric Co.

SAN FRANCISCO, Sept. 28 


HASTA DAM, key unit in California’s great Central Valley Proj- 
ect, is nearing completion, The great barrier already is regulat- 
ing the flow of the Sacramento river to aid navigation and re- 


duce flood danger. Power has been flowing from two of the five 75,- 
000-kilowatt generators since September, 1943 and two more of the 
generators, which were loaned to Grand Coulee in Washington during 


the war are being moved into their 


bays and‘soon will be adding their 


gong to the orchestra. Fabrication of the fifth is under way. 


Shasta, and its afterbay auxili- 
ary, Keswick, will produce 451,000 
kilowatts of capacity ‘and 2,159, 
000,000 kilowatt hours of firm 
energy plus 234 million kilowatt 
hours of secondary energy in an 
average water year. That rep- 
resents 38 per cent of the electric 
energy generated in Northern and 
Central California in 1940. 

It is the expressed intention of 
the U.S. Bureau of Reclamation to 
use part of that power to energize 
giant pumps which will lift water 
from the lower San Joaquin into 
the Mendota West Side Canal 
where it will flow by gravity 100 
miles upstream to Mendota Pool. 
The Bureau would sell the rest of 
the power to Northern California 
municipalities owning their own 
electric distribution systems, to 
power distributing irrigation dis- 
tricts and to rural electrification 


associations. 

In that intention, it runs afoul 
the Pacific Gas & Electric Co. a 
$700,000,000 corporation which 
holds a virtual monoply on elec- 
tric and gas service in 41 counties 
north of the Tahachapi Mountains 
in California. 

PG. & E. wants no competition 
in Worthern California, particu- 
larly from a_ publicly owned 
agency. It has spent years in- 
trenching itself for the protection 
of its monopoly, 


Power Act Violated. 


Its 54 hydro and 13 steam plants 
are interconnected with 10 other 
producing agencies. It serves San 
Francisco despite the fact that 
that city has owned its own great 
Hetch Hetchy hydro plant for 25 
years. It wholesales power to 12 
Northern California municipalities 
which own their own distributing 
facilities. 

For many years, P.G. & E. took 
nearly the entire output of San 
Francisco’s Hetch Hetchy plant in 
violation of the provisions of the 
Raker Act under which the city 
entered Yosemite National Park 
to build O’Shaughnessy Dam, The 
Raker Act forbade sale of power 
by the city to any but public 
agencies for resale. Not until the 
Federal Court recently compelled 
strict compliance, on petition of 
the Interior Department, did the 
city and the company stop thumb- 
ing their noses at the law. Now 
the company receives approxi- 
mately (12 per cent of Hetch 
Hetchy’ output as “dump power.’ 

PG. & E. skillfully fought all 
efforts of the people of San Fran- 
cisco to have Hetch Hetchy power 
brought within their grasp. They 
stymied completion of the main 
transmission line beyond Newark 
sub-station, 40 miles outside the 
city. 

That left the company the only 
practical customer for MHetch 
Hetchy power. Today, the city 
loses money by a makeshift ar- 
rangement through which it sells 
its power to other customers who 
don’t really want it. 


Lobbyists Busy. 


But the device serves P.G. & E.’s 
interests, even though it seriously 
damages the people of San Fran- 
cisco, And since it served so well 
in this instance, it has been 
adopted in connection with Shasta. 

The company’s lobbyists have 
stubbornly fought every effort of 
the Bureau of Reclamation to get 
appropriations for the construction 
of transmission lines from Shasta. 

Between 1941 and 1945, James 
B. Black, $75,000 a year president 
of P. G. & E. told Congressional 
committees that government ex- 
penditures for transmission lines 
would be a waste for the follow- 


ing reasons: 


1. There are no unserved mar- | 


kets for power in Northern Cali- 
fornia. 

2. The company’s own trans- 
mission lines could be used to 
carry power from Shasta to the 
Delta pumping plants. The com- 
pany would deliver pumping 
power on an exchange basis at 


less than one mill per kilowatt 
hour. 

3. The Bureau of Reclamation 
would derive more revenue from 
such an arrangement than by dis- 
tributing the power itself, thereby 
securing a greater margin of 
profit from power revenues to off- 
set irrigation costs of the project. 


Company Arguments. 


He pointed out that the munic- 
ipalities to which the Bureau 
hoped to sell Shasta power were 
tied up to P. G. & E. five-year 
contracts. But he did not explain 
that the company offered the 
cities great reductions in P. G. & E. 
rates as an inducement and that 
it gave the cities nearest the dam 
the most attractive rates. The 
cities took the offer, not so much 
because they liked P. G. & E., but 
because they feared the company 
would succéed in its bitter battle 
to prevent the Bureau from 
getting appropriations for trans- 
mission lines and a standby.steam 
plant with which to “firm” its 
Shasta hydro power. 

While inveighing against the 
“waste” of a duplicating govern- 
ment owned line, Black’s company 
was busily “building a duplicating 
line itself. While claiming there 
were no unserved markets, it was 
advertising for home consumption 
“a great rural expansion pro- 
gram.” 

P, G. & E. henchmen through- 
out the irrigable arees of the state 
were telling irrigationists that 
Secretary of the Interior Harold 
L. Ickes was attempting to turn 
CVP into a power project. It was 
primarily designed as an irriga- 


‘tion project with power only a 


secondary feature. 
To the water-hungry farmers 
of the Southern San Joaquin, the 
prospect of making power pay 
part of the irrigation costs of the 
project was good. They believed 
P.G.&E. when it claimed more 
could be gained by selling all the 
power to the company at the dam. 
So their Congressmen were 
urged to oppose the Bureau’s pro- 
gram in the valley and to support 
P.G.&E.’s demands, 


Expensive Legal Talent. 


The company is ably served 
throughout the state. It pays 
membership fees for a large num- 
ber of employes who belong to 


’\civic clubs and has many active 


executives. 

In 1945 the company employed 
legal talent on its own staff ata 
cost of $124,714.31 and lawyers 
other than its staff members to 
the tune of $84,461.06. Of the latter 
sum, $12,500 went to A. E. Carter 
of Oakland, former Congressman 
from the Sixth California district. 

In Washington, Carter served on 
the House Appropriations Commit- 
tee from which vantage point he 
worked steadily against appropria- 
tions for CVP transmission lines. 
He was also squeezed into the 
House sub-committee on Depart- 
ment of the Interior Appropria- 
tions in February, 1938. 

In 1943, he was accused by C. A. 
Ricks, mayor of Martinez, of be- 
ing a P.G. & E. stooge and of 
making his Washington office the 
headquarters for the company 
lobby there, Ricks also charged 
Carter had done everything in his 
power to prevent construction of 
publicly owned transmission lines 
and had consistently supported 


sale of Shasta power exclusively 
to P.G. & E, Carter was defeated 
in the 1944 primaries. 

Transmission lines are the crux 
of the CVP battle, as far as P.G. 
& E. is concerned, To prevent 
them is to insure the company’s 
strangle hold on all power gen- 
‘erated north of the Tahachapis. 
If they are built, there will be 
competition in the field and the 
company must enter a rate. con- 
test directly. 

Against this, they will use every 
last recruit in their complex lob- 


bying organization. & 


Pitiful ay ‘Scale’ 
Critical Public Attitude To- 
ward ‘Bureaucrats,’ Re- 
garded as Chief Causes of 
Truman’s. Inability to Get 
and Hold Enough Brain- 
power.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 

RAINPOWER at top policy making 
iJ levels and in upper bracket administra- 

tive positions is the crying. need of the 
Truman administration. The war and the 
magnetic personality of Franklin D. Roose- 
velt combined to draw to the capital some 
of the nation’s finest talent, but these forces 
have been spent. 

Private business has been raiding the gov- 
ernment for talent. It has taken key men 
not only from the administrative depart- 
ments, but from the Army and Navy and 
the scientists’ laboratories. 

Replacements have been hard to find. The 
crusading spirit of the Roosevelt adminis- 
trations attracted to government posts men 
willing to make extraordinary sacrifices for 
what they deemed a noble cause. That zest 
is lacking in the men around President Tru- 
man. 

Another difficulty is a feeling that this 
administration may have only two more 
years of existence. It is hard to persuade 
able administrators who share that feeling 
that they should give up private business 
for the uncértainties of.public life. 


President’s Plight 
Is a Tax on His Time. 


President Truman, ‘somewhat ruefully, 
commented not long ago that he spent one- 
third of his time trying to bring good men 
into government, and another third trying 
to keép them there. 

One of his closest advisers, who shares 
with him the responsibility of finding and 
keeping good men for government posts, 
told the Post-Dispatch the problem now was 
“something like selling Barbasol—we just 
have to put on a sales campaign.” 


greatest impediment to obtaining high-grade 
Federal officials was “the pitiful wage 
scale.’’ There are other factors, but unques- 
tionably the pinch-penny attitude of Con- 
gress and the people in fixing the compensa- 
tion of those who run the government is a 
big element of the problem. 

Some steps were taken by Congress at its 
last session to alleviate the situation. It 
raised its own salaries, those of the judiciary 
and foreign service, of the armed forces and 
of most Federal employes, up to the level 
of assistant department secretaries. 

But it did nothing about the compensation 
of the President himself, the vice president, 
members of the cabinet, or administrators 
of Federal agencies.

Recognizing the dangers inherent in loss 
of high-ranking military and naval person- 
nel after the war, President Truman asked, 
and Congress provided, permanent rank at 
full salary and with all emoluments for 
some who might otherwise have retired to 
enter private business. But Adm, William 
F. Halsey, one of those so privileged, still 
has not made up his mind whether he 
wants to remain in the Navy or accept an 
offer to become vice president of Pan- 
American Airways in charge of its opera- 
tions in the Pacific. 

Instances of resignations from the execu- 
tive, legislative, and judicial branches of 
the government because of the greater 
financial inducements offered elsewhere 
could be multiplied but these few will serve 
as illustrative: 

Harold D. Smith, after seven years as 
Budget Director at $10,000 a year, re- 
signed to become vice president of the new 
World Bank at a tax-free salary of $22,500, 
the equivalent of more than $35,000.

Executives Forced 


to Seek Better Jobs. 


Assistant Secretary of the Treasury Harry 
D. White, paid $10,000 in Federal service, 
left to become executive director of the In- 
ternational Monetary Fund, at a tax-free 
salary of $17, 000, the equivalent of about 
$25,000. 

Daniel W. Bell, Under Secretary of the 
Treasury at $10,000, now heads a Washing- 
ton bank at more than twice that pay. 

Robert H. O’Brien resigned from the 
Securities and Exchange Commission, whose 
members receive $10,000 a year, to become 
special assistant to the president of Para- 
mount Pictures, Inc. 

Assistant Secretary of War for Air Robert 
A. Lovett and Assistant Secretary of War 
John J. McCloy, both paid $10,000, resigned, 
Lovett to return to a New York banking

practice. 

Representatives Clifton A. Woodrum of 
Virginia and Robert Ramspeck of Georgia, 
both influential and respected members of 
Congress, resigned to become officers of 
trade associations. 

No considerations of loyalty or patriotism 
could have kept such men as these from 
resisting the lfre of richer financial rewards 
outside the Federal service. Several of them 
said quite explicitly that they simply could 
not, because of family responsibilities, sh 
main. 

Arthur S. Flemming, member of the 
United States Civil Service Commission, 
warned a Senate committee less than a year 
ago that it just wasn’t good business for the 
Federal government to train a man -for 
greater responsibilities and then permit it- 
self to be deprived of his services because 
someone else took advantage of them. 

But Secretary of Agriculture Clinton P. 
Anderson, Maj. Gen. Philip B. Fleming, 
Federal Works. Administrator, and Attorney 
General Tom C. Clark told the committee 
the government was doing just that. Each

more remunerative employment. Clark 
said his department had virtually become a 
“school for lawyers,’ because the better 
young men who entered it left after a few 
years for more lucrative practice. 


Posts Which Only 
Rich Men Can Accept. 


Another member of President Truman’s 
cabinet, discussing the problem with this re- 
porter, pointed out that there were many 
government posts which for all practical 
purposes were open only to persons of in- 
dependent means because they imposed re- 
sponsibilities and standards of living far be- 
yond the scope of the compensation offered. 

‘‘Men I have brought to Washington come 
to me after a few months,” he said, ‘‘and 
tell me they can’t live in the sort of place 
they are used to, they can’t send their chil- 
dren to schools they hoped to attend. 

“What am I going to tell them?” he asked 
hopelessly. “It is just a case of where we 
have to find people who can afford to lose 
money working for the government, or some 
bright young men who can be trained. Then 
they are criticized because they are young 
men without much experience and, anyway, 
we lose them after a few years. 

“Or, if we can’t do that, then we have 
to take somebody who is just looking for a 
job and isn’t good enough to find one out- 
side of government, We have too many of 
that kind now.” 

There was a time when the President of 
the United States could summon the men 
he needed to Washington and get his sery- 
ices, at whatever personal sacrifice. But Tru- 
man is a President who does take “‘No” for 
an answer, and that has contributed to his 
difficulty. 

Financial considerations are by no means 
the only obstacle to procurement of the type 
of government officials desired, 


Administration Lacks. 
Glamour of Roosevelt Days. 


The Truman administration lacks the 
glamour and prestige which characterized 
those of Roosevelt. There may not have 
been giants in those days, either, but the 
Roosevelt administrations were never known 
as administrations of “little” men, and that 
of Truman has been so stigmatized. 

There are other handicaps. The season 
is always open on “‘bureaucrats.” The tax- 
payer, the gossip columnist, the inquisitors 
of congressional committees, consider the 
bureaucrat fair game and delight in making 
him squirm. 

Able executives who have had dealings 
with government and experienced its snarls 
of red tape view with horror the suggestion 
they should become a part of the system. 

When he was about to come to Washing- 
ton from St. Louis a year and a half ago 
friends of Assistant Secretary of Commerce 
Alfred Schindler at a testimonial dinner pre- 
sented him with a strip of red tape. He 
promised to cut off a piece every time he 
eliminated some government red tape. 

Notwithstanding all these hazards of of- 
ficial life, Truman has persuaded some able 
and conscientious executives to come to 
Washington, or to remain in his administra- 
tion. But not enough of them, 

In government, as elsewhere, the service 
delivered is no more than that paid for. If 
the people really want better government, 
they are going to have to pay for it—in 
money and in a different attitude toward 


those who give themselves to publiccservice.

The Communists, who are vigor- 
ous opponents of the peaceful 
revolution that is led by Prime 
Minister T. C, Douglas and the 
Co-operative Comnionwealth Fed- 
eration, now appear on the ballot 
as the “Labor Progressive party.” 
The old line vote throughout the 
Dominion is divided between the 
“Progressive Conservatives” and 
the “Liberal Progressives.” 

Without running the province 
into debt or increasing general 
taxes, Saskatchewan has set up 
new industries designed to im- 
prove employment and bring in 
social and financial revenue. A 
woolen mill at Moose Jaw, a tan- 
nery and a shoe factory at Re- 
gina, are among the efforts to 
diversify industrial life and util- 
ize the raw products of the region. 

Trappers, long at a disadvantage 
in the marketing of their catch, 
now have a fur auction conducted 
by the state. Fishermen in the 
north have been relieved of simi- 
lar handicaps through two pub- 
licly owned fish filleting plants 
and a freezer system. 

Purchase of an old brick plant 
at Estevan was designed to find 
wider uses for vast clay re- 
sources that’ had not been epened 
up by private enterprise. Re- 
search is carried on there into 
new uses for the tremendous de- 
posits of lignite coal, from bri- 
quetting and gas production. to 
development of coal tar products. 
Other surveys of the Natural Re- 
sources department look toward 
a paper pulp mill and wood plas- 
tics. These last center about the 
operations of a public sawmill 
and forestry operations chiefly 
concerned with getting out poles 
for the provincially owned tele- 
phone system and cordwood for 
the cold winters. 


Farmer Movement. 


When it first took power in 
1944, the C.C.F, installed in the 
Cabinet new Ministerial depart- 
ments of Labor, of Co-operation 
and of Public Health. It is the 
only Canadian province to estab- 
lish a Department of Reconstruc- 
tion and Rehabilitation. 

At the present time only the 
province of Saskatchewan is un- 
der the control of the Co-opera- 
tive Commonwealth Federation. 
Essentially a farmer movement 
here, since only 2 per cent of the 
population is engaged in indus- 
trial pursuits, in other provinces 
it is largely under labor sponsor- 
ship. Though the party has only 
28 members in the federal parlia- 
ment at Ottawa, its ferment is 
exerting heavy pressure on the 
Liberal party government of the 
Dominion, so much so that C.C.F. 
policies are evident in much of 
the legislation put through by 
the majority. Apparently it is 
not without appeal to youth, for 
in the 1945 federal elections, 32 
per cent of the ballots of the 
armed services went C.C.F., with 
the Liberal party receiving 35 per 
cent and the Conservatives 26 
per cent. In Saskatchewan the 
voting age has been reduced to 
18 years. 


Hospital Care. 


The delicate task of the C.C.F.. 
has been to increase individual 
security on the farm and in the 
job, in sickness and old age, too, 
without abandonment of any 
democratic rights. Thus far in 
Saskatchewan living costs are 
low and private enterprise, 
whether measured by building 
contracts or the starting of new 
businesses, is flourishing in a 
mixed economy which includes 
also the wide development of 
producer and consumer co-opera- 
tives. 

The planning in Saskatchewan 
is not for a ceiling on human in- 
genuity, but for a floor under the 
conditions of life. Nowhere is this 
more evident than in legislation 
holding that health is not a mat- 
ter of income, that everyone in the

portunity to lead a’ healthy life. 
Beginning next January the gov- 
ernment will provide hospital care 
for all who need it. Premier Doug- 
las, who also is Minister of Pub- 
lic Health, estimates the cost of 
the plan, which does not include 
doctors’ bills, at not more than 
$5 per capita per annum. Objec- 
tives are to provide health serv- 
ices where they do not now ex- 
ist, and to make the most of 
existing facilities without inter- 
fering with present private hos- 
pitals or the existing co-operative 
health services. The tax will 
amount to $1.67 a month for a 
married man with two children, 
and no family will pay more than 
$30 a year. 

Shortly after it came into power 
two years ago, the C.C.F. turned 
its attention to the amount of 
money being taken east by great 
insurance companies, and today 
the Saskatchewan government: in- 
surance office is writing the larg- 
est volume of non-life policies in 
the province. This was accom- 
plished by a loan of $12,000 from 
the treasury and a legislative act 
making it compulsory for institu- 
tions receiving provincial grants, 
such as schools and hospitals, to 
take out their insurance with the 
government, Individuals who are 
required to take out bonds must 
obtain these from the same source, 


Compulsory Insurance. 


An automobile accident Insur- 
ance act requires that all persons 
purchasing a license to operate a 
motor car or truck must take out 
an accident policy with the gov- 
ernment. From this levy, amount- 
ing to $5 for an ordinary passen- 
ger car, the driver and his family, 
as well as pedestrians or anyone 


else suffering injury, are indem- 


nified. 

“Some of the interests affected 
are charging that the people of 
Saskatchewan are losing their lib- 
erties,” Premier Douglas® re- 
marked at a recent convention of 
his party. “They look at the pub- 
lic bus network and say that the 
people must either ride in Govern- 
ment busses or walk.” 

This humorous refercnce was to 
the fact that the province recently 
has taken over all the inter-city 
bus lines except one transconti- 
nental route. The new red and 
cream busses, profits from which 
will go to the social service pro- 
gram, arouse no astonishment or 
alarm in a province which wnder 
earlier administrations, long be- 
fore the C.C.F. arose, owned its 
own telephone system and oper- 
ated major electric utilities. The 
C.C.F. may be said simply to have 
gone farther with a movement 


‘that already existed. 


|Double-Purpose Taxes. 


On the occasion of the purchase 
of another power, company, Pro- 
vincial Treasurer C. M. Fines out- 
lined a reduction in rates and at 
the same time stated that the Gov- | 
ernment could pay off the $420,- . 
000 of common stock out of earn- 
ings in three years. 

Most of the ventures into social- 


ization are on some such self- 
liquidating basis. Where taxation | 
has been used it has had the 
double purpose of raising revenue | 
and encouraging development, as in 
the case of the new tax on min- 
eral rights.

_ ff the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

In your editorial, “Killing of William 
Howard,” you say that the grand jury 
“ig not a creature of the Circuit Attor- 
ney. It is a free agent. It has brord 
powers as an independent committee of 
the people, appointed to guard the pup- 
lic welfare. If the grand jury pleases, it 
ean order the Circuit Attorney or his as- 
gistants from the room, call its own wit- 
| messes, conduct its own investigation.” 
Citizens who have served as members 
' of the grand jury, and lawyers know of 
these powers even if-the public generally 
does not know. Will you please point out, 
however, where in all the history of local 
grand juries there was one that had the 
eourage to do exactly what you say a 
grand jury has the right to do? Sel- 
dom does it happen that recommenda- 
tions of a Circuit Court grand jury are 
complied with. Perhaps that is the prin- 
cipal reason why Dan Hyland, who was 
foreman of the recent June term grand 
jury, suggested that an organization of 
past grand jurors be formed. 

Such a group of sincere, civic-spirited 
citizens, if politics were disregarded, 
could render yeoman service in getting 
at the basis of the causes which are re- 
sponsible for grand jurors, not exercis- 
ing the powers granted them under the 
laws of the State. 

Your presentation of these powers is 
eorrect and timely, but you are not tell- 
ing former members of the grand jury 
anything new. “Most all of them know 
that there is plenty of room for improv- 
ing the methods of selection and even 
the routine procedure of Circuit Court 
grand juries. Members of the judiciary 
itself and attaches of the Circuit At- 
torney’s office know it, too. 

The present term grand jury will prob- 
ably take action on the case referred to 
in your editorial, but the Circuit Attor- 
ney’s office will have to place the facts 
before the body. I suggest that if you 
wish to prove the basis of your conten- 
tion as to the powers of a Circuit Court 
grand jury, you restrain your own re- 
. porters from constantly stating that As- 
sistant Circuit Attorney So and So “has 
charge of a grand jury,” or “is in 
charge of a grand jury.” Such references, 
are repugnant.

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Tennessee on Trial 


In the early ‘30s, incalculable damage was 
done to the reputation of justice in the South, 
and in Alabama-in particular, by the notorious 
Scottsboro case, in which 12 Negro boys were 
sentenced to death on the flimsiest charges of 
rape. The conscience of the nation was aroused, 
and, eventually that of the South, so that the 


boys’ lives were saved and now all but one are 


out of prison. 

Now an even more manifest and indefensible 
perversion of justice has been cooked up in the 
trial of 25 Negroes charged with attempted mur- 
der in a so-called race riot at Columbia, Tenn., 
last February. They are being tried, on a change 
of venue, at neighboring Lawrenceburg. 

What these 25 Negroes are guilty of, if of 
anything, is not attempted murder or rioting, but 
a successful effort to prevent the lynching of a 
member of their community at the hands of a 
crazed and drunken mob. The thwarted lust of. 
the mob is at the base of their prosecution. It 
is the political power of the mob-mind, overrid- 
ing the sober conscience of responsible citizens, 
which makes possible the farcical trial of the de- 
fendants as described by Vincent Sheean in the 
Post-Dispatch. . | 

The background of the case is simply told. 
One morning last February, a Negro woman and 
her sailor son, on furlough from duty in the 
Pacific, went to an electrical shop to protest the 
faulty repairing of a radio. The white repair- 
man was resentful and struck the woman, Her 
son, a8 any son would, went to his mother’s de- 
fense, and knocked the man through a plate- 
glass window. Whites quickly gathered, includ- 
ing a policeman or two. They beat up mother 
and son and lodged the son in jail. 

Word went about that a mob was gathering. 
The Negro community remembered that a few 
years before Cordie Cheek, a 14-year-old Negro, 
although declared innocent of rape by a grand 
jury, was lynched from a window of the Colum- 
bia courthouse, with the noose left dangling for 
days as a warning of what might happen again. 

Against the advice of the Sheriff, the Negroes 
made bail for the sailor and took him home. 
At dusk the mob, with its usual complement 
of drunks, gathered on the courthouse lawn. 
Shortly. after dark, automobiles loaded with 
mobsters ranged through the Negro quarters, 
firing indiscriminately into homes where men, 
women and children hugged the floor or hid 
behind furniture in terror, When nerves were 
stretched to the breaking, unidentified Negroes 
fired a few shots in reply to the fusilades 
against them, and four policemen were injured. 

After daylight, Gov. McCord sent 100 State 
Highway Patrolmen and 400 State Guardsmen 
into the Negro section to arrest as “rioters” and 
“attempted murderers” men who had shown the 
greatest restraint in defending their homes. The 
police and soldiers were accompanied by armed 
members of the mob of the night before, and 
the whole Negro community was vandalized, 
brutalized and beaten up. More than 100 Negroes 
were arrested and held incommunicado for from 


three to eight days while every conceivable ob-— 


stacle was thrown in the way of attorneys seek- 
ing for them the minimum guaranties of the 
Constitution. 

The Negroes were beaten up while in fail 
and intimidated by charges or the threat of 
charges of minor offenses raked up purely for 
the purpose of intimidation. Two Negroes were 
shot to death in jail, with the public explana- 
tion that somehow they had obtained rifles and 
ammunition from under the watchful eyes of the 
officers and turned them on their captors. 

The Negroes are being tried by an all-white 
jury and by a Judge and prosecutor who, ac- 
cording to Mr. Sheean, practice courtroom in- 
timidation and the furthest perversion of every 
legal technicality to prejudice the case. 

It would be foolish to suppose that the meth- 
ods used here could disclose ‘“‘to a moral certain- 
ty,” as the law prescribes, those who fired the 
shots in defense of their homes. What we are 
seeing here is an attempted indiscriminate re- 
venge against the Negro section of a town—the 
principle of collective guilt perfected by the 
Nazis and reaching its apogee in the destruction 
and massacre at Lidice. 

The essential perversion of justice, however, 
is that there is any trial at all. The issue has 
been eloquently summarized by a distinguished 
white Southerner, Clark Foreman of Atlanta, 
president of the Southern Conference for Hu- 
man Welfare... Mr. Foreman says: 


On the night of Monday, Feb. 25, 1946, 
the Negro citizens of Columbia, Tenn., 
courageously prevented a lynching ... The 
fair-minded citizens of Tennessee should be 
grateful.... We think they would be, if they 
could know the facts. But they cannot know 
the facts, because the incidents which brought 
on violence have been misrepresented, the 
story of the mob and its attacks on the 
Negro community suppressed, the circum- 
stances surrounding the shooting distorted, 
and race relations poisoned by stories about 
a “race riot” that never took place. 


It is time for Tennessee to wake up to the 
facts, before the long, dreary, humiliating rou- 
tine of the Scottsboro case is enacted all over 
again, and intelligent people on both sides of 
Mason and Dixon’s Line ask themselves once 
more why Southerners go out of their way to 
invite the resentment of justice-loving people. 
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Tito Closes a Door 

Yugoslavia did more than merely shut a door 
when it closed up the public reading room of the 
United States Embassy in Belgrade. It shut its 
people away from hooks, newspapers and maga- 
zines from the outside world, which they are 
tremendously eager to see. 

The reading room of the United States In- 
formation Service in Yugoslavia was one of a 
group which has been set up under American 
auspices in Europe to enable a new generation 
on the Continent to learn how Americans live 
and how democracy works—what its advantages 
and its difficulties are. The first, in London, 
showed how widely used they would be. Since 
the end of the war, the interest and use have 
been as phenomenal as they are gratifying. 

Parisians swarm to the American reading room 
near the Opera; it is one of the busiest places 
in all Paris. The pre-war American Library 
is also much used. Young Germans eagerly 
crowd the USIS libraries which have been opened 
in Frankfurt-am-Main, Munich, the university 
town of Erlangen and elsewhere in the Ameri- 
can zone. The reading room in the American 
sector of Vienna needs much more space, many 
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more books and periodicals and a larger staff. 
No part of the American effort to present de- 
mocracy to the world is producing so much at 
so little cost. 7

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Policing the Atom 

The major role which international inspection 
must play if there is to be any control of the 
atomic bomb is hammered home in the report of 
a 12-nation committee of scientists to the United 
Nations Atomic Energy Commission. , 

It is impossible to read the report without 
thinking at every point ofa principal objection 
which Russia has raised to the Lilienthal-Ache- 
son-Baruch plan for atomic energy control. The 
Soviet Union has proposed that instead of hav- 
ing international inspection, each nation inspect 
itself. 

Such a plan would leave the prevention of 
crime to the criminal. It would insure that in- 
spection would be done in every country where 
it was unnecessary, and that it would not be 
done in any country where it was necessary. 

The idea of self-inspection is silly enough on the 
face of it, but the full hazard of its meaningless- 
ness is indicated by the scientists’ report. The 
danger of diversion of raw materials from peace- 
ful to warlike uses would Start at the mines and 
would increase at every step in the manufactur- 
ing process, the scientists said. 

“The effectiveness of safeguards at any one 
stage depends in large measure on the safeguards 
erected at other stages.” Preparation of com- 
pounds must be scrupulously inspected; produc- 
tion of nuclear fuels; stocks of purified product. 
Furthermore, the international inspectors must 
consider whether new discoveries are invalidat- 
ing in any degree the effectiveness of the con- 
trol. 

We commend the report to the attention of the 
Politburo. Unless the Soviet Union is willing to 
agree to international inspection, it would be 
franker, and more constructive in the long run, 
for its representatives to say in so many words 
that their Government will join no compact for 
atomic energy control, rather than achieve the 
same negative result by ruling out the only way 
a compact can be enforced.

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The Facts About Bridge Tolls 


It is something of a jolt to see two public men 
who have been as right on so many matters as 
Louis Nolte and James L. Ford Jr. have been, 
go so far wrong on the issue of the MacArthur 
bridge tolls, though after his recent lobbying 
against the housing bill it is not too much of a 
jolt in the case of Mr. Nolte. 

Both have withdrawn from the Automobile 
Club of Missouri because the club in its test suit 
against the toll declared that the issue was “a 
matter of public honesty.” They appear to 
believe that their personal honesty has been im- 
pugned. No one, of course, intended to do that. 

Mr. Nolte and Mr. Ford have an honest dif- 
ference of opinion with the Automobile Club. 
There is, however, no need of emotionalism 
about it. The facts speak for themselves. | 

The facts are that the 1906 ordinance authoriz- 
ing the bridge bonds provided that the bridge 
“shall be, and forever remain free of toll.” The 
span was called the free bridge until 1942. 
From 1917, when the bridge was completed, un- 
til 1932, the bridge was free of toll. Then the 
city government was faced with an unemploy- 
ment relief problem for which it lacked funds. 
Because it was the only way to meet the relief 
needs, the voters authorized the issuance of 
$4,600,000 in bonds and the imposition of tolls 
on the bridge to pay them off. A second bond 
issue of $3,600,000 was authorized in 1935, to be 
paid off in the same way—a total of $8,200,000. 

The relief bonds have been paid off, but the 
tolls continue to be collected. In continuing to 
charge tolls after the authorization it received 
from the voters has expired, the city adminis- 
tration is guilty of a breach of faith with the 
people of St. Louis. 

This is no imputation of personal dishonesty 
to any individual. It is no imputation that the 
money is being misspent. It is no denial of the 
obvious fact that the city needs revenue. 

It is a simple fact: Collection of the tolls is 
no longer authorized by the voters, and violates 
a promise given to them. The city administration 
should find other ways of raising the money, 
and without further damage to its pledged word 
should make the free bridge free. 
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Only one thing is really clear so far in the 
congressional investigation of Henry Kaiser. He 
can produce ships a lot faster than he can pro- 
duce records. 
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A Matter of Scoops

Brother of Sophocles 


HARDY THE NOVELIST: AN ESSAY IN CRITICISM, by 
Lord David Cecil. (The Bobbs-Merrill Co., Indian- 
apolis.) 

Critic and general reader have lifted 
Hardy high. They have made him first 
great tragic novelist of England; brother, 
in imaginative sweep and magnitude of de- 
sign, to Sophocles and Shakespeare; anno- 
tator of restricted scene and grandeur of 
soul; brooder over the timeless problems 
of life and death. ' 

Pessimist and idealist, Hardy generated, 
in his novels, “a universalized feeling in 
which pity and fear and admiration merge 
into awe.” As Ford Madox Ford observes, 
“He had a peasant intelligence; so he was 
wise. He resembled the root of a 400-year- 
old tree, a moss-covered rock that has lain 
400 years in a forest.” His knowledge and 
experience made him an atheist; he was 
also a man of sympathy and compassion. 

* * . 


This Hardy comes alive with renewed 
vigor in Lord Cecil’s trenchant study. Cecil 
makes it plain that it is as impossible to 
write or talk of Hardy without excitement 
as it is to overlook his exaggerations and 
other limitations. He mingles enthusiasm 
with insight, evaluates as he commends, 

Originally given as the Clark lectures at 
Cambridge University in 1943, the five 
chapters of Cecil’s book aim “neither to 
de-bunk nor reconsecrate.” They show 
clearly the rustic, deep-rooted influences 
that decanted into Hardy’s consciousness: 
the brooding sense of the past, the mockery 
made of men by industry, science, “prog- 
ress.” The youthful Hardy saw crude pas- 
sion flame in bleak deathside tragedies. 
Before he was 18, he saw two hangings, 
standing, once, under the scaffold to see 
a woman die. He never forgot that sight. 

The meat of “Hardy the Novelist” is in 
the chapters on Hardy’s power, art and 
weakness, but the introductory, “His 
Scope” (“His theme is mankind’s predica- 


ment in the universe”), and concluding, . 


“Style and Summing Up” (“His talent was 
of the old caliber’), are compellingly 
pointed. Cecil develops—and explains— 
Hardy's wildness of imagination, his unsen- 
timentalized, uninflated figures, some of 
them of a “somber gorgeousness. 

* + : 


Cecil’s Hardy is contrasted with Matthew 
Arnold and A, E. Housman. The former 
confronted life “with a dignified stoicism,” 
the latter with “a despairing, romantic de- 
fiance.” Hardy strove for “a spirit of 
quiet resignation,” but not the resignation 
of indifference. “My art,” he said, “is to 
intensify the expression of things so that 
and inner meaning is made 
vividly visible.” 

What is visible in Lord Cecil’s fine study 
is a writer profoundly tragic and pro- 
foundly moving. 
thoughtful readers, especially those famil- 
iar with his previous successes—‘“Early 
“The Young Mel- 
bourne” and “The Stricken Deer.” Com- 
pared with certain contemporary critics of 
the aseptic or dyspeptic persuasion, Cecil 
is as Cointreau to mineral water.

- A TREASURY OF STEPHEN FOSTER, with a foreword 


by Deems Taylor. (Random House, New York.) 


The story of how Stephen C. Foster chose 
the “Swanee” for his river in “Old Folks 
at Home” is a precious bit of Americana. 
He sat down to write a home-ballad for E. P. 
Christy, the minstrel singer. His first choice 
of a river name was the Yazod. That didn’t 
sound well so he tried the Pedee, That 


. wasn’t much better. He went to the home 


of his brother, Morrison, who took out an 
atlas, Hunting through the South on the 
map they found a river which started in 
Georgia and ran through Florida to the 
Gulf of Mexico. It was the Suwannee. 


The song writer was delighted. He imme- 
diately crossed out. Pedee and wrote in the 
simplified spelling, Swanee. By that act, as 
John Tasker Howard writes in his historic- 
al notes for this book, Foster “immortalized 
a river he had never seen and made it fa- 
mous throughout the world.” 


* * * 


The spendthrift Foster is the only com- 
poser who, as Deems Taylor says in his 
foreword, made thé Hit Parade 87 years 
after his death. That song, “Jeanie With 
the Light Brown Hair,” is one of 50 which 
Ray Lev and Dorothy Berliner Commins 
have arranged for the piano from the Fos- 
ter compositions for this volume. Contain- 
ing not only all the favorites such as “My 
Old Kentucky Home,” “Oh! Susanna” and 
“Old Black Joe,” it includes as well lesser 
known songs like “Willie We Have Missed 
You,” “Little Jenny Dow” and “If You've 
Only Got a Mustache.” 


John Tasker Howard's excellent notes in- 
troduce the musical score and words of 
each song. These notes tell, for example, 
that Foster (who was born the day Jef- 
ferson and Adams died) took particular 
pains with “Massa’s in the Cold Ground”; 
the many rewritings paid since in its first 
four years the song sold more than 45,000 
copies and brought $906 in royalties. “Camp- 
town Races,” one of the best of the com- 
poser’s nonsense songs, provided Pp 
town, N. J., with so much notoriety that a 
town meeting changed the name to Irving- 
ton, “Beautiful Dreamer” wag not Foster's 
last song, composed but a few days before 
his death; that was a deliberate misstate- 
ment by his publishers since they had the 
song for more than two years. 

The most conspicuous feature is the full- 
page drawings by William Sharp which 
show Nelly Bly dancing with her broom to 
the banjo notes of her dark-skinned “lub”; 
levee hands heaving cotton bales aboard 
the Glendy Burk; Mrs. Brown, in the night 
dress of a century ago, lecturing the fop- 
pish, tipsy Mr. Brown, who, on his arrival 
home at 2 am., blithely argues that the 
clock is wrong, and so on. The pictures 
for “We are Coming Father Abraam” and 
“That’s What's the Matter” are stirring

A Missionary Idea? 


IMPERIAL COMMONWEALTH, by Lord Elfen. (Reynal 

& Hitchcock, New York.) 

Some years ago an English historian and 
prominent liberal, the late Ramsay Muir, 
confessed himself an ardent Imperialist be- 
cause, as he saw it, the development of the 
British Empire was “a supreme expression 
of the very spirit of Liberalism.” Now an- 
other English liberal, who.is also a teacher 
and writer of history at Oxford, besides 
being prominent in the Labor party, comes 
forward with substantially the same view. 

He claims that the Empire presents 
“not a mine of material advantage but the 
embodiment of a missionary idea.” The 
mission was to spread free institutions 
around the globe. Clearly, Lord Elton is 
not a Marxist. Quite the opposite, —

The salient fact that he brings out is 
that the Britigh Empire, like the Ameri- 
can Commonwealth, is a monument to pri- 
vate enterprise. Almost always it was the 
British people, acting either directly 
through the pressure of public opinion, that 
caused the expansion, not the Government, 
which most of the time was amazingly in- 
different to the whole process, if not actu- 
ally obstructive. In the scramble for Africa 
of the ’80s and ’90s, the keynote of officia] 
policy was reluctance to share in it. Other- 
wise the whole of Africa might very well 
have come under the British flag, the way 
having been pioneered by explorers like 
Livingstone. 

For this reason the author objects to the 
ugly-sounding word “imperialism” being ap- 
plied to the British expansion. “The es- 
sence of imperialism is that, whether for 
good or evil, it is a deliberate and self- 
conscious policy, and this is precisely what 
the expansion of Britain overseas had never 
been. Which is not to say that Britain 
has not,had a few imperialists of her own. 
Cecil Rhodes was one. 

~ * + 

Lord Elton is aware of, and does not 
loss over, the black spots in the record. 
. usually tries, however, to search into 
their deeper causes. He stresses that it was 
really the cynical, materialistic outlook of 
Walpole that prepared the ground for the 
blunders and disasters of the American 
Revolution. The first British Empire dis- 
solved because the economic motive had 
begun to overshadow the political, and the 

moral sentiment had largely disappeared. 

In a foreword, Allan Nevins calls this 
volume “a welcome contribution to a much- 
needed process: the eilucation of Ameri- 
cans in the real character of the British 
Empire Commonwealth.” Popular igno- 
rance on the subject, he adds, is more wide- 
Spread than many r . Too many 
Americans still think of the Dominions 
merely as colonial possessions of England 
with only limited self-government, 

This reviewer can testify that the Eng- 
lish are also in need of education because 
se much of their history teaching is ‘con- 
cerned with the purely domestic and Euro- 
pean aspects. nsequently, both peoples 
have acquired partial, one-sided and inade- 
quate views of this epoch-making process 
which has so vitally molded and condi- 
tioned the world of today. —

HERE is a particular lesson for all of us in the recent biowup 

over Mr. Henry Wallace’s self-prompted speech on U.S. foreign 

policy—beyond the obvious blunder of shaking the world’s 
confidence in the continuity and purpose of that policy. It is that 
no foreign policy can ever be any stronger than the information 
upon which it is based. 

From the conflict of opinion between the Secretary of State 
and the ex-Secretary of Commerce we can infer either (1) that Mr. 


Wallace has formed his policy on the basis of different information 
from that Mr. Byrnes possesses, or (2) that he has come up with 
a different conclusion from approximately the same pattern of fact. |, 


The ordinary American would 
like to feel that there must be a 
policy that would enable us to be 
on the level with other nations but 
would let no nation push us 
around. In any event the govern- 
ment cannot appease and be firm 
at the same time. If one policy is 
right, the other is bound to be 
wrong. The nation’s security lies 
in choosing the right one. 

But how? Whose information 
is best? 


When you do not have a prop- 
erly recognized central intelligence 
service, you are bound to have 
government officials developing 
their own sources of information 
and relying upon them even 
though they have no means of 
testing them.... 

What Is “Intelligence?” 

The German historian Bern- 
hardi defines intelligence as “un- 
masking the enemy’s intent.” It 
is more than that, In this imper- 
fect world ...a nation’s foreign 
policy is successful only to the 
extent that it is conditioned at all 
times by the true intent of its 
enemies and its friends. If the 
purpose of a potential enemy is 
unmasked in time, the war may 
be averted. - 

If we Americans, for example, 
know and are able to evaluate 
properly the vomparative re- 
sources, production, man-power 
and political outlook of a neigh- 
bor, we should be able to measure 
the friendship or enmity of that 
neighbor. If we know the true 
state of morale of our allies and 
the structure of their economies, 
we can plan our own security 
with confidence. 

Now I am not one of those who 
believe that war: between the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union is inevitable. ... Neverthe- 
less the hard facts of the world 
demand that we Americans be 
realistic. 

We must recognize the possibil- 
ity of war and that it is harder 
to prevent one than it is to wage 
it. 

When Gen. Marshall stepped 
down as chief of staff, his parting 
words were a warning that if an- 
other war comes, the United States 
will of necessity be the first ob- 
ject of the aggressor. 

How could it be otherwise, with 
the United States as the world’s 
foremost~power and with our hav- 
ing twice in a quarter of a Cen- 
tury intervened to break up great 
schemes for the conquest of 
Europe and Asia? 

Clearly, according to the new 
balance of power, only one nation 
now in existence has either the 
means or the political interest to 
undertake 


satellites. 
Our Hope for Peace. 


Our hope for peace depends 
upon our foreign policy, and to 
determine that policy we must test 
the facts which bear upon the 
economic, spiritual and political 
factors involved. This being so, 
common sense dictates that we do 
two things. 

First, we must at all times know 
what is going on in the world. 

Second, we must never again— 
in Gen. Marshall’s phrase—slump 
so far in our “military posture” 
as to encourage another nation in 
the belief the United States can 
be defeated in war.... 

The hard facts of survival in 
this world compel -is to overcome 
our innate aversion to espionage. 

It is not hard for a totalitarian 
government to follow the evolving 
aims and interests of a democracy 
guch as ours, Every significant 
change or shift in policy is pre- 
ceded or followed by free public 
debate. 

But in totalitarian powers, 
avowed purpose is one thing. The 
hidden but real purpose is an- 
other. Real policy can vault 
through the censorship and_ the 
controWed press with the swift- 
ness of a rocket which is swifter 
than sound, If such a nation 
should ever resolve to attack us, 
only an intelligence service cap- 
able of discerning the strategy de- 
veloping silently behind the mask 
could spare us from disastrous 
surprise. 

Changed Strategic Position. 


The entire intellectual approach 
to the American strategic position 
must be overhauled because that 

tion has changed — in many 
ways for the worse. Up to World 
War II we had not thought it 
necessary to bother ourselves 
about the aims and purposes of 
other nations. 

Caught up in the sheer creative 
act of mastering a mighty conti- 
nent, we never knew the fierce 
‘pressures that kept Europe in 
tension. The oceans protected us. 
The United States Army was a 
good-natured joke. Then it was 
unthinkable that anybody would 
attack us. 

That is true no longer. The 
rocket, the long-range bomber, the 
atomic bomb, bacteriological war- 
fare and all the other parapher- 
nalia of the 36-hour war have 
whittled down the wonderful de- 
fensive cushion of deep space 


which so far has always allowed | 


such a war—Russia | 
and its considerable company of | 


allies to fight delaying actions 
outside. 

Indeed, if in the future a poten- 
tial aggressor should seize certain 
strategic bases, cut across our 
lines of communication or by 
skillful penetration disrupt our 
unity, it is entirely possible that 
_ might not be able to fight at 
all. 

Since the spatial cushion is no 
longer as thick as it was, we must 
find a substitute in time. 

‘One way would be to maintain 
an immense stand-by military 
establishment lavishly equipped 
with weapons of reprisal and in 
readiness at all the conceivable 
danger points. 

But who wants that? History is 
full of melancholy examples of the 
bankruptcy that eventually over- 
takes al] clanking military em- 
pires. 


Intelligence supplies an alterna- 
tive—cheaper and more congenial 
to our institutions. 


The American desire is not to 
overawe with a vainglorious show 
of martial power, but rather to 
maintain the margins of defensive 
strength over any potential en- 
emy. That means staving liquid, 
being in a position to push up the 
margins as fast as the unfriendly 
state raises its. 


If our intelligence does its jobs 
and discerns the hostile intent in 
good time; if the government, for 
its part, takes the pioper counter- 
measures, imparting firmness to 
its diplomacy, we can be fore- 
warned and fore-armed and war 
itself may be averted. For as long 
as we are strong, nobody is going 
to fight us.... 


Says New Agency Car’t Work. 
But have we not such an intel- 


ligence service now? 
No, we have not. 


One of the by-products of the 
Pearl Harbor inquiry was a new 
organization called the National 
Intelligence Authority and infor- 
mally known in Washington as 
the central intelligence agency. Its 
function, of course, is to keep us 
from ever being caught‘ napping 
again. This foundling was sup- 
posed to take the place of the 
emergency Office of Strategic 
Services (OSS). But it is my con- 
sidered opinion that the new 
agency, though outwardly differ- 
ent from the mechanism in use 
before the war, perpetuates some 
of its worse defects and is no 
safeguard at all. 


A year ago we broke up OSS. 
For peacetime it was urged that 
OSS be replaced by another cen- 
tral intelligence service appropri- 
ate to our position as the world’s 
greatest power and having at its 
organizational fingertips all the 
information affecting the Ameri- 
can position everywhere and any- 
where. 


Instead there has emerged a 
makeshift intelligence service, 
honoring in the breach every prin- 
a learned so painfully under 

re, 


The new National Intelligence 
Authority is made up of the Sec- 
retaries of State, War and Navy 
and of the chief of staff to the 
President. Thus we have a com- 
mittee, the first duty of whose 
members is to their respective de- 
partments. Intelligence is a full- 
time job. 

How can we expect to get an 
efficient service based upon such 
an administrative fallacy? 

Under this authority is a direc- 
tor who has the right to partici- 
pate in the meetings of the Com- 
mittee but not to vote. Although 
appointed by the President, he re- 
ports not to him but to the very 
heads of the departments to whom 
he furnishes the intelligence and 
upon whom he is dependent for 
facilities, funds and personnel. 

Can such a director be master 
in his own house? Will there be 
scope for the independence, initia- 
tive and imagination without 
which intelligence will sink to me- 
diocrity? The whole affair has 
been further weakened by placing 
the interpretive and evaluation 
unit in the State Department. 


Common Sense Precepts. 


Such machinery cannot possibly 
work. it cannot work because 
it violates those precepts of intel- 
ligence which common sense and 
experience have handed down to 
us. What are these precepts? 

(1) A good na-

U.S. ARMY IN REICH 
TO BE REDUCED 10 
155,000 MEN BY JULY 


FRANKFURT, Sept. 28 (AP) 


EN. DWIGHT D. EISEN- 
HOWER said today that 
the American army in Ger- 
many will be cut nearly half by 
July of next year, in accord- 
ance with long-laid plans, and 
spiked reports that he. might 
become ambassador to Britain

Army strength in Germany 
will be cut to 117,000 men in 
the ground forces and 38,000 in 
the air ‘orces by July 1, he 
said.

Asked if the American army 
was changing its soldier train- 
ing plans to adapt them to the 
atom bomb, the General said 
that “no one is ready today to 
give a concrete apinion on 
what the bomb will mean in 
relation to numbers, organiza- 
tion and equipment of armies.

and subversion of our own intelli- 
gence services. In time of peace 
it should maintain training cadres 
and schools for the study of tech-

(6) Administration. The direc- 
tor should be a civilian appointed 
by the President. The agency 
should have its own budget grant- 
ed by Congress. 


(7) Limitation. At the same time 
it must not be allowed to become 
a Gestapo. There should be a 
separation, as now, between law 
enforcement and intelligence. The 
agency should be limited by law 
to collecting intelligence abroad 
and it should have no police func- 
tions either at home or abroad. 

(8) Security. For its security it 
should have its own system of 
codes and its own facilities for 
communication, in peace and in 
war 


unlimited emergency it should be 
co-ordinated with the various 
military forces under the immedi- 
ate command of the joint chiefs 
of staff. 

It cannot be overemphasized, 
however, that the prime objective 
of intelligence now must be less 
to prepare for war than to help 
preserve peace.

Moslem and Hindu Editors’ Views 
On Reason for Bloodshed in India 


First Says Moslems Are Asked to Surrender 
Unconditionally and Live Under Hindu

is so near and it would seem desirable to show the world that they 
are capable of unity?” was asked of two of India’s leading newspéaper

Husain, whose paper, founded 
by League President Mohammed 
Ali Jinnah, is regarded as the 
voice of the Moslem League, told 
the Associated Press: 

“Moslems are asked to surren- 
der unconditionally, and now it is 
proposed to place them under a 
wholly Hindu government. When 
people in other countries have 
been faced with similar situa- 
tions there has been killing and 
bloodshed.” 

The British offer of independ- 
ence would have been regarded 
as independence for Moslems as 
well as Hindus, Husain said, “had 
it meant freedom to order their 
economic, social and cultural lives 
in their own way and according 
to their historical traditions. 

“That freedom can only be in- 
sured if Moslems are allowed to 
rule those areas where they pre- 
ponderate and which they regard 
as their homelands,” he said. 
ee is proposed is quite differ- 
ent. 

“The whole of India is to be gov- 
erned by the imposition of the ‘will 
of the majority, which is Hindu, 
on the minority, which is Moslem. 

Says It Is Not Democracy. 

“Even when the Moslems have 
declared by an overwhelming elec- 
toral verdict that they desire a 
particular kind of independence 
which would enable them to better 
their economic and social condi- 
tions, their will is to be super- 
seded by that of the Hindus, 
who have other ideas and other 
plans. This is not democracy, and 
the coming of such independence 
will not bring freedom to the Mos- 
lems. 

“Nothing is desirable which is 
unreal. Unity is a fine world 
but it must be of spontaneous 
growth, it cannot be forced on 
people. 

“How can you ‘feel one’ with 
those who regard you as so im- 
pure that if your shadow falls on 
their food they have to throw it 
away? Despite the window dress- 
ing in the upper layers of society 
this is still true of millions of 
Hindus apropos of milloins of 
Moslems in India. 

“This attitude cuts right across 
every aspect of life where the 
Moslem and Hindu come together. 
Ther can never be unity between 
them in that sense, but there cer- 
tainly can be a mutual under- 
standing to live and let live and 
to strive jointly to make India 
truly great and free. 

“On the Moslem side an attempt 
at such an understanding was 
made when the Moslem League 
compromised on Pakistan (Inde- 
pendent Moslem state) and ac- 
cepted the British plan of May 16. 
A corresponding gesture from the 
other side has been conspicuously 
lacking.”

The Government that is about to 
be launched under the leadership 
of (Pandit Jawaharlal) Nehru is 
about the very best that anyone 
can plan for India at the moment. 

“There will be no vengeance 
against the Moslems as such, but 
any challenge from mischief-mak- 
ers will, I am sure, be firmly met 
and the people of India rescued 
from the enemies within.” 

Gandhi called the Calcutta riot- 
ing “an orgy of butchery for 
which there may be few examples 
in history. It certainly is the worst 
case of communal fury known in 
India during the past hundred 
years.” 

Calls. It One-Sided Affair. 

“Tt has been, as far as I know, 
a totally one-sided affair,” he con- 
tinued. “Masses of Moslems under 
the security afforded to them by 
the Moslem League government in 
Bengal (province) moved in their 
thousands in the city of Calcutta 
murdering and pillaging Hindus 
and Hindu houses and establish- 
ments without let or hindrance 
.. » I am morally convinced that 
this orgy had the connivance and 
even material support of the chief 
minister, Suhrawardy, and Moslem 
officials serving under him. In- 
dians could not be at each other’s 
throats merely on account of the 
approach of independance. 

“This most unfortunate lapse, 
which I regard as a national hu- 
miliation, is due entirely to the 
unchecked agitation which, under 
the British aegis, Mr. (Mohammed 
Ali) Jinnah and his followers have 
been allowed to carry on during 
the past four or five years. 

“The Labor cabinet has no re- 
sponsibility in-.the matter but 
those who preceded the Labor gov- 
ernment in Britain and some of 
their agents in India were directly 
responsible for encouraging the 
activities of the Moslem League in 
order to provide a counter-balance

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IOREMOBILIZE 
INDUSTRY FOR WAR 


Army and Navy Board 
Drawing Up Manual 
for Emergency Control 
of Key Output. 


By CLARKE BEACH. 

WASHINGTON, Sept. 28 (AP)— 
The United States has no indus- 
trial mobilization plan today. If 
suddenly faced with a national 
emergency, the only practicable 
course would be to revive a modi- 
fied system of production controls 
such as in effect a year ago. 

Richard R, Deupree, chairman 
of the Army and Navy Munitions 
Board, made these statements in 
an interview. He told me, how- 
ever, that he and his board are 
at work on an industrial mobili- 
zation plan which will be com- 
pleted “sometime in 1947.’ 

If, meanwhile, the Army and 
Navy had to be mobilized for war, 
the process of industrial mobiliza- 
tion would require about one year. 

That statement comes from Lt. 
Gen. Le Roy Lutes, the War De- 
partment’s director of service, 
supply and procurement. 

“Everything could start rolling 
in that time,” the general said. 
“There would be full production 
within 15 months.” 

Present stocks of surplus war 
materials, however, would provide 
most of the equipment the armed 
forces would need before new pro- 
duction could be started. 

Highly placed officers estimate 
the Navy would be amply supplied 
for about nine months, the Army 
for a year. Army Air Forces lead- 
ers, however, believe they could 
mobilize and train personnel 
faster than aircraft could be sup- 
plied. 

Experience Gained in War. 

The industrial mobilization job 
could be done faster than in the 
last war, Gen. Lutes believes, be- 
cause of the veteran industrial, 
military and governmental leaders 
who obtained the “know-how” 
through experience in the last war. 

The Army and Navy Munitions 
Board received a directive from 
the President after the surrender 
of Japan to begin work on an in- 
dustrial mobilization plan. Deu- 
pree, president of Procter and 
Gamble Co., was appointed chair- 
man April 1, 1946. 

The board, composed of Deu-

Royall and Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy Kenney, is now drafting 
a manual for the organization of 
a War Production Board or simi- 
liar agency. It will give detailed 
instructions for a system to fit 
business and industry into a war 
program. 

In addition to preparing this 
manual, says Deupree, the board 
is drawing up plans to mobilize 
and control alPtypes of industrial 
activities essential to defense d 
to set up other agencies require 
for total mobilization of civilian 
economy. 

Hope to Keep Pace With Changes. 

The intention of the board is 

to keep all phases of the plan con- 
tinually under revision to keep 
pace with scientific and indus- 
trial changes. 
«Deupree says the board also is 
seeking to anticipate bottlenecks 
and shortages which would im- 
pede war production and to take 
steps to avoid them, It is inves- 
tigating tools, machinery and raw 
materials and is arranging as far 
as possible to procure them be- 
fore an emergency arises. 

The board’s program includes 
keeping in production at all 
times small quantities of the new- 
est weapons, equipment and air- 
planes. Prototypes of new items 
can thus be produced and tested, 
and finished blueprints can be 
furnished to manufacturers as 
soon as mobilization begins. A 
small amount of such production 
is now going on, says Deupree, 
under contracts let by the vari- 
ous services. 

The board, moreover, wants in- 
dustry to prepare plans for rapid 
expansion of production and, 
where necessary, to produce and 
store materials or tools it will

HE liberal movement is now 
engaged in sowing the seeds 
of its own destruction. Any 
political movemest which fails 
boldly to confront the paramount 
realities of its time cannot sur- 
vive indefinitely. And the liberal 
movement as a whole has con- 
sistently avoided the great politi- 
cal reality of the present, the 
Soviet challenge to the West. 
The blunt fact is that the So- 
viet Union has embarked on a 
vast process of expansion which 
will, if it is not halted, ultimate- 
ly bring into the sphere of So- 
viet control most of Europe, Asia 
and the Middle East. In Europe, 
Molotov is now bidding for the 
control of Germany, which means 
in the end the control of Europe. 
In New York, Gromyko has made 
it clear that the Russians have 
no intention of accepting even the 
limited sacrifice of national sov- 
ereignty without which all talk of 
internationalization of the atom 
bomb becomes meaningless. The 
Russians have indicated as plain- 
ly as possible that no attempts, 
however tentative, in the direc- 
tion of world government. will 
turn them aside from their new 
imperialism, This is the basic fact 
which most liberals have been 


tragically attempting to ignore, to]. 


minimize, to palliate, to excuse, 
The tragedy of this liberal at- 
titude is all the deeper in that 
only a dynamic and realistic lib- 
eral leadership in this country 
could conceivably bring about 
that compromise between the So- 


alone can avert the final tragedy. 
Such a leadership would recog- 
nize, as there is every reason to 
believe that Franklin Roosevelt, 
with his profound sense of politi- 
cal realities, recognized before he 
died, the reality of the new So- 
viet imperialism and the desper- 
ate danger of eventual conflict 
with the West which it implies. 

That recognition must be the 
first step in any liberal program 
for dealing with the Soviet Un- 
ion. Soviet expansion must be 
faced with political firmness, to 
the end that it may be halted, 
however temporarily, and that a 
lasting compromise may be 
achieved. But this is only the 
first step. 

Realistic Liberal Program. 

The second step in a realistic 
liberal program of foreign policy 
must be bold, constructive mea- 
sures throughout the world to re- 
move the conditions which lend 
themselves to Soviet expansion. 
Economic backwardness and so- 
cial misery, famine and feudalism, 
produce huge soft spots in Europe 
in the Middle East and in China. 
Politically these soft spots act 
like vacuums, sucking in any- 
thing that will fill them, and the 
real question today is how they 
will be filled. 

Only bread programs of eco- 
nomic rehabilitation, keyed tothe 
requirements of the various low- 
level areas and backed by the 
vast reservoir of America’s eco- 
nomic strength, will provide an 
adequate substitute for Russian 
imperialism. In Europe, for exam- 
ple, we are faced with the alter- 
natives of a huge investment of 
energy and. money to assure & 
livable European economy, or a 
Europe in which the hopelessness 
of the people will constitute a 


permanent temptation to the polit- 
buro and the A 

Our policy should be one of re- 
lief in kind—food, textiles, equip- 
ment to put the European econo- 
my on its feet again—and we must 
face the necessity of continuing 
such a policy over a long period. 
For the Middle East, the admir- 
able plan for a Jordan Yalley 
Authority establishes a sound pat- 
tern. In China, the projects for a 
Yangtze river dam and the YVA, 
and for flood and erosion control, 
power development and agricul- 
tural improvement in the valley 
of the Huang Ho, form excellent 
points of departure. Such proj- 
ects should be keyed, politically as 
well as economically, to the needs 
of the particular areas in ques- 
tion. For example, the way to in- 
duce the Chinese Government to 
undertake sound measures of land 
reform is not to read moral lec- 
tures to them, but to make reform 
incidental to a United States- 
financed YVA program, 

For such a program we would 
need a clear understanding with 
the British. But anyone who has 
troubled to ask them knows that 
intelligent British Socialists see 
clearly that western imperialism 
is dead, and that the only im- 
perialism that can succeed is the 
Soviet brand, employing much 
more brutal repressive measures 
than we or the British, while we 
remain democracies, would ever 
attempt. To substitute healthy. 
modern economies for the old 
colonial sore spots should be the 
liberal objective. Only by this 
substitution can the temptation to 
expand be removed from the So- 
viet Union. 

Working World Organization. 

These first two points in a po- 
litically realistic liberal program 
toward the Soviet Union—recogni- 
tion of the Soviet challenge and 
American firmness toward further 
Soviet expansion, together with a 
dynamic effort to further inter- 
national social justice and bind 
up the war’s wounds—would lead 
finally to the third. That would 
be whole-hearted American insist- 
ence on a working world organi- 
zation, involving its own elements 
of sovereignty, including real in- 
ternational control of atomic en- 
ergy. In such an organization the 
Soviets must abandon their in- 
sistence that the UN is a mere 
bureau for registering the rare 
agreements between great powers, 
and must be prepared to attempt 
to effect honest solutions of prob- 
lems as they arise, just as we must 
be, 

A working world organization 
is feasible today, because the 
world power relationship is rea- 
sonably balanced and will. afford 
a sound framework for it. But if 
that power relationship is allowed 
to be unbalanced much further by 
the constant increase of Soviet 
power, a functioning world organi- 
zation is out of the question. 
Therefore we must gamble all we 
have on it now. That means not 
only our moral and intellectual 
energy, but also the physical and 
economic strength which are the 
rea) counters in the international] 
game, 

It is fatuous to give lip 
service to the cause of world gov- 
ernment without recognizing that 
the Soviet Union is today the 
greatest single obstacle to any sort 
of working world organization, 
and that the Soviets will change 
their minds only if they are made 
to understand that the alternative 
will be at least as intolerable for 
them as for us, 

This kind of program can be 
achieved only through a dynamic 
liberal leadership, American con- 
servative leadership is akout as 
dynamic as a mud turtle. More-

over, to conservatives, world eco- 
nomic rehabilitation sounds like 
so much globaloney; you cannot 
ezpect conservatives, only just 
reconciled to the TVA, to start 
peddling YVAs. Nor can you ex- 
pect conservatives, still concerned 
with states’ rights and disliking a 
strong federal government, enthu- 
\siastically to embrace world gov- 
ernment. The conservatives’ an- 
swer to the Soviet challenge is 
simple—a firm iine and more bat- 
tleships. That is not enough. 
Usual Liberal View. 

Nor is it enough to take the 
usual liberal view—the line of hop- 
ing for the best, while refusing to 
recognize the possibility of the 
worst. There is no effective lead- 
ership to be found in a liberal 
movement which points with stran- 
gled rage at the occasiona* mud 
on British or Araerican skirts 
while clucking sympathetically, 
like a maiden aunt finding excuses 
for the behavior of a favorite 
nephew, over the blatant imperial- 
ism of the Soviet Union. The pro- 
gram outlined above would be ex- 
pensive and would require enor- 
mous effort, It could only be un- 
dertaken: with the widespread sup- 
port of the American people. Such 
support would be forthcoming only 
if the peuple had a lively sense 
that such measures must be taken 
to save their own skins. If the 
liberal line continues to be that 
no Soviet challenge to the United 
‘States exists, or that it exists only 
because of the sinister designs of 
our State Department, obviously 
nothing will be done. The world 
will draw closer and closer to the 
brink. 

Thr liberals have a natural sym- 
pathy toward the Soviet Union, 
which represents the extreme 


Left, ‘ust as many moderate con-. 


servatives have had an irrepressi- 
ble sympathy toward the fascist 
states, as representatives of the 
extreme Right. Only a fool covlid 
fail to recognize the difference be- 
tween the fascist system and the 
Soviet system, which though bru- 
tal ir. method, is entirely civilized 
in its basic concepts. Yet surely 
it is wiser to suppress these sym- 
pathies and judge international 
politics in a hard, cold, unsenti- 
mental light. For it is power, not 
internal concepts, which is the 
basic unit of all politics. That is 
what -politics is about, as the 
Soviets, being materialists, well 
understand. 

If a situation arises in which 
one state achieves almost un- 
challengeable predominance in 
power, compromise becomes im- 
possible: there are then only two 
alternatives for the weaker states, 
as Britain discovered in 1939; 
knuckling under or fighting it out. 
The way to avoid the war which 
we must avoid, if a few shreds of 
civilization are to survive, is to 
insist on a reasonable compromise 
now. ,

An Associated Press survey to- 
day showed 67 Democrats running 
for the House either have no op- 
position in the Nov. 5 elections 


or have both major party nom- 
inations.

Anotoner 37 Democratic candi- 
dates are virtually “in” before the 
ballcting. They are running 
against Republicans in the Demo- 
cratic South. 


Would Assure 104 Seats. 


This would give the party in 
power a total of 104 seats, with 
another 114 needed for a bare ma- 
jority to organize ‘the House in 
the Eightieth Congress beginning 
Jan, 3. 

The Republicans, however, are 
campaigning with a confidence 
unequalled in the 16 years the 
Democrats have had control of 
the House, They say they will 
capture up to 50 Democratic seats 
while retaining their present 
strength. They will need only 26 
overturns to swing it. 

The present House line-up is: 
Democrats, 237; Republicans, 192; 
American Labor, one; Progressive, 
one, and four vacancies, A major- 
ity is 218. 

Of the 67 Democrats assurred of 
election, 60 are unopposed in 10 
Southern states. 


McCormack Unopposed. 


One, Representative John W. 
McCormack, House majority lead- 
er, has no opposition in Massachu- 
setts, and six won both major 
nominations in California where 
cross-filing is permitted in  pri- 
maries.

BELGRADE, Sept. 28 (AP)—A 
military court has been convened 
at Sarajevo by Marshal Tito’s 
Government to try three Catholic 
priests on charges of collaborating 


with Chetniks and anti-govern- 
ment “Crusaders,” it was an- 
nounced today. 

Disclosure of the new trial, 
which opened three days ago, came 
as authorities in Zagreb went for- 
ward with preparations to add the 
head of the Roman Catholic 
Church in Yugoslavia, Archbishop 
Alojzijc Stepinac, to 18 defend- 
ants, 12 of them Catholic priests, 
being tried in Zagreb on war 
crimes charges. 

The three Bosnian priests were 
charged by the prosecution at 
Sarajevo with materially aiding 
“bandits and cutthroats, approv- 
ing massacres and making plans 
for butchering Serbs, Croats, Jews 
and Moslems. The first defendant, 
the Rev. Aloizije Misil, pleaded 
guilty, it was announced, and ad- 
mitted sending materials to “ban- 
dits in the forests” and meeting a 
Chetnik leader.

Europe’s Crops Alleviate W: r-Bornp 
Food Shortage but Fail to End It}. 


Heavy Rains in Britain and Drouth in 
Balkans Halt Bumper Yields — 
Diverse Outlook. | : 


By NORMAN J. BADDERLY. 

LONDON, Sept. 28 (AP) — 
European farmers reaped the har- 
vest of a full year of peace this 
month. Their crops promised the 


continent an alleviation, but not 
an end, of the war-born food short- 


age. 

Heavy rains in the British Isles 
and excessive drouth in the Bal- 
kans upset some calculations of 
bumper yields, but in general pros- 
pects were good. British farmers 
strove to save their flattened grain 
with scythe and sickle. Greek 
farmers harvested their fields by 
hand. Multiple combines rolled 
across the great plains of Russia. 

Somewhat diverse were the 
peoples’ food prospects. Britain, 
despite crop disappointments, was 
expected to enu bread rationing 
soon; Russia, with generally good 
crops, was expected to retain it. 

As Associated Press correspond- 
ents throughout Europe made 
their reports, grain was sprouting 
in the. “stooks” in rain-sodden 
British fields and barley flattened 
by summer storms was growing 
green again, Disease-damaged po- 
tato fields underscored possibility 
of a shortage of that vital crop. 
Pasture was exceptionally good 
and cattle and sheep had done 
fairly well. : 

Irish Whiskey Prospects. 

In Eire, too, September un- 
leashed almost continuous and 
torrential rains after the wettest 
August in a decade and volunteer 
harvest hands were fighting to 
save what had been expected to 
be a record harvest. It was esti- 
mated that 100,000 tons of imports 
would. be needed to maintain the 
90 per cent flour extraction. No 
cut in liquor exports was forseen, 
however, and there was expected 
to be sufficient barley for brew- 
ing and distilling. 

Just across the English channel 
the rich soil of France was yield- 
ing a wheat harvest .of 100,000,- 
000 bushels that -would cut import 
needs to a minimum. This would 
not end bread rationing, but com- 
pared with 75,000,000 bushels pro- 
duced last year and the normal 
prewar yield of 130,000,000, At 20- 
000,000 bushels the French potato 
harvest would be double last 
year’s and the food ministry pre- 
dicted a 50 per cent over-all im- 
provement of the food situation 
except in fats, milk, oils, cheese 
and sugar, 

Swedish grain crops fell to the 
lowest point since the extremely 
bad harvest year of 1917. Meat ra- 
tions were still strictly limited, 
but there were hopes for more 
imports from Denmark. 

Danish agricultural experts said 
grain crop prospects were very 
good, but rain had affected the 
hay harvest. Unusually good graz- 
ing brought bumper yields of 
milk, butter and meat. 


Rich Hauls of Fish. 


While unable to contribute to- 
ward solving international agri- 
cultural problems, Norway  ex- 
pected rich catches of fish this 
fall, particularly herring. The 
greater part of these catches 
would be exported, chiefly to Ger- 
many, 

Finns expected a slight increase 
of meat when the autumn slaugh- 
ter started, and food officials be- 
lieved that grain supplies would be 
sufficient to maintain present ra- 
tions, 

In Budapest, political leaders 
were saying that the outcome of 
the Paris peace conference would 
have nearly as much bearing on 
the Hungarian food situation as 
prices and farm production ef- 
forts. They explained that as a 
result of the conference, which 
they were conwinced would be un- 
favorable to Hungary, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Romartia and Yugoslavia 
would force 1,800,000 Hungarians 
living in those countries to return 
to their native land as “paupers.” 
However, Hungarians expected a 
1200 calory diet, compared with 
less than 1000 last winter. There 
was scant prospect of much meat. 

Sorely needed rain broke a ten- 
week drouth in Romania, but 
there was little hope of improving 
the harvest position with crops 
scorched to the roots. Romania 
asked Russia to postpone its de- 
mand for repayment of the grain 
loan, but asked the Soviet to take 
not only. this year’s but next year’s 
quota’ of meat. The increased 
slaughter brought an abundance 
of meat at low prices to all classes 
of Romanians, 

Brighter Picture. 

Czechs probably would have less 
bread, for the rye harvest was dis- 
appointing, but a good wheat crop 
meant more traditional dumplings, 
essential in the Slav diet. The 
harvest was complete but statistics 
were not, although indications 
were that the grain goal of 110,000 
carloads in Bohemia and Moravia 
was being reached. Vegetable 
crops were short and fats re 
mained Czechoslovakia’s chief food 
problem. The general food picture, 
however, was distinctly brighter 
than a year ago. 

In Greece, which normally im- 
ports 20' per cent of its food, the 
government ordered a 100 per cent 
increase in the price of rationed 
bread, The harvest being brought 
in by manual labor however, 
showed wheat production 1009 per 
cent of prewar, and olive and olive 
oil production at an estimated 90 
per cent. Grape, currant and vege- 
table produce was comparable to 
prewar figures, UNRRA experts 
said, but a precise figure was not 
available. Meat production, pri- 
marily lamb, was just under pre- 
war. 

Turks were enthusiastic about 
the harvest, and although no 
specific figures were available, 
cereals, tobacco, raisins and figs 
were being harvested in record 
quantities. The cotton crop was 
described as medium, 

Belgians lost eight ounces of 
margarine and three ounces of 
butter, bringing the monthly ra- 
tion to eight and 13 ounces respec- 
tively, but the fats allowance was 
evened up by a six and one-half 
ounce ration of lard and two wine. 
glassfulls of salad oil. Bread ra- 
tions remained stationary at 10.5

Crops Despite Flooding. 
In spite of wartime flooding, 
some of the stricken islands along 
the North Sea coast had record 
harvests, but normal production of 
wheat for bread in Holland is suf- 
ficient to feed only one-sixth of 
the population. ~~ 
Swiss fruit crops were abundant, 
but the grain situation “is begin- 
nins, to be a bit disturbing,” the 
newspaper Der Bund reported. 
Germans harvested, mainly 
by hand and with much female 
labor, American Military Govern- 
ment experts estimated that the 
harvest would average from 20 to 
25 per cent below prewar—about 
the same-as last ar. 

Aided by Polish troops and 5000 
German prisoners of war, Poland’s 
millions, of peasants were busily 
harvesting crops which they hoped 
would reach 4,293,000 tons, but 
which agricultural expert. said 
would fall about 500,000 tons short 
of providing an adequate diet. 
The Polish government was look- 
ing to Moscow to supply a large 
part of the deficit, Grain ship- 
ments for fall planting already 
were arriving from Russia, and 
UNRRA shipments continued. 


There was little prospect of in- 
creased rations in the U.S.S.R. and 
it was believed in Moscow that 


was to make possible an accumu- 
lation of wheat for export during 
the winter and spring months. 

More than two-thirds of Russia’s 
wheat and other grain crops had 
been harvested, with excellent 
weather in Siberia and other 
northern regions aiding gathering 
of the rest. By Sept. 1, 50 million 
acres of winter grain crops al- 
ready had been planted. 


Prices Rise in Italy. 


Hopes of Italian housewives 
that a better harvest would mean 
a fuller market basket fell as food 
prices rose sharply, as much as 15 
per cent in three weeks. Epicarmo 
Corbino, minister of the treasury, 
said reasons for the rise were ar- 
tificial. 

The rise partly reflected the 
news—bad for Italians—from the 
Paris Peace Conference, a drop 
of the lire on the black market 
to the lowest point in its history 
and the withholding of crops by 
farmers and products b) whole- 
salers, 

The Rome press accused peas- 
ants of “eating white bread” while 
city workers hungered. The Ital- 
ian wheat ‘iarvest, two million 
bushels better than last year’s 
6,000,000 tons, was still: 1,000,000 
short of the prewar average. 

Spaniards, at least those who 
had the price, were again munch- 
ing cakes, cookies and pastries 
made from wheat flour. Restric- 
tions prohibiting the use of wheat 
flour were lifted Sept. 1 as the 
bumper wheat crop flowed into 
the mills and storage bins. Spain’s 
working classes, about 23,000,000 
of the country’s 26,000 » popu- 
lation, were receiving a daily bread 
ration of 14.1 ounces, the largest 
since rationing started after the 
Civi War. Never self sufficient 
in wheat, Spain, needed imports 
of about 600,000 tons despite the 
good crop. 


Portugal’s housewives, on the 
other hand, said they never had 
faced more difficult times. The 
increased danger of black market 
operations, due to the Govern- 
ment’s campaign, had sent prices 
up ten-fold, and official rations 
had not been increased. There 
was a severe shortage of meat 
and very little fish. Butchers, or- 
dered to remain open ev -n if they

To Be Ready Within Year, 
Says Head of National 
| Conference. — 


NEW YORK, Sept. 28 (AP)—A 
proposed basic code designed to 
reduce the confusion in rules on 
buflding construction in the 
United States will be ready within 
a year, Walker S. Lee of 
Rochester, N. Y., said today. 

Lee is president of the Building 
Officials Conference of America, 
which has undertaken the task of 
drafting a standard code and will 
devote three days of intense study 
of its problems in a convention 
starting Monday at Memphis. 

General chairman of the con- 
ference’s committee -drafting the 
code is Albert H. Baum, St. Louis 
Building Commissioner. Some 14 
chapters of the code will receive 
committee scrutiny at Memphis, 
whilé the conference at large will 
discuss the second draft of a pre- 
fabricated buildings chapter. 

If building codes can be stan- 
dardized, Lee said, home and 
building construction will be 
speeded and a great saving in 
money and man hours effected. 

Standard tests would mean 
great savin.gs to material and 
equipment manufacturers, Lee 
said and would “relieve architects, 
engineers, estimators and con- 
tractors who handle work in dif- 
ferent cities of the great burden 
of having to become acquainted 
with a number of different codes.” 

The conference’s code, Lee pre- 
dicted, would save as much as 75 
per cent of the cost generally 
borne by a city in keeping its 
building code up to date. 


STATE BAR GROUP URGED 
. TQ HELP TRAIN LAWYERS 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Sept. 28 
(UP)—Members of the Missouri 
Bar .

Joseph A. McClain Jr., of St.

Are Filled With Gore

HE children’s hour, like the old gray mare and the five-cent 
T eiees certainly isn’t what it used to be. The little ones no 

longer gather about Mama's knee to hear another poem by 
James Whitcomb Riley or listen again to the tales of Brer 
Rabbit and Brer Fox. Brer 
Rabbit has been replaced by 
Rabbit Face, the dope run- 
ner, who has locked Chief 
Detective Fox into a bath 
stall and is about to turn on 
the steam. 

“This is what radio has 
done to us,” says Mama with 
a sigh. Papa doesn’t hear 
her because he too would 
like to know how Detective 
Fox is going to get out of 
this one. But when a sing- 
ing commercial has put a 
temporary period to the 
nightly horror and the chil- 
dren have been forcibly sent 
off to bed, he is again re- 
minded of his inescapable 
parenthood. 

The recurrent radio mur- 
der mystery is obviously a 
menace, he concludes. It fills the minds of the young with 
morbid images, it conditions them to blood and violence, it 
blunts their sensibilities. : 

“Now when I was a child...” and his thoughts trail off 
into a vague moralistic miasma dimly illustrated with scenes 
from his own half-forgotten but exemplary early years.

@ NOW WHEN Father was a child Old King Brady and 
Nick Carter hadn’t been wired for sound and hence could be 
kept out of the living room, This made it impossible for the 
elders to horn in on the diversions of the young unless they 
too took refuge in the attic or the barn. But if the yellow- 
backs were forbidden fruit the fairy tales by Hans Andersen 
and the Brothers Grimm were not only permitted but considered 
essential to a child’s education. “Cinderella,” “Hansel and 
Gretel” and a few others are stil] almost as familiar to children 
as “Superman” and “Mr. and Mrs. North,” but in pre-radio 
days the repertory of bedtime tales also included “Great Claus 
and Little Claus,” “Snowdrop,” “The Golden Goose,” “The 
Tinder Box,” and many, many others.

Recently I took occasion to refresh my memory by 
glancing over some of these childrood classics. It was 
a revealing experience. To an old hand who learned 
his letters by spelling out “The Murders in the Rue

_ should be shielded from descriptions of violence, sudden 
death and the more extreme forms of torture, then he 
should lock these tales away in the same cupboard 
with the rat poison. 
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@ THE WICKED, of course, are always punished in these 
tales. They are hanged, their heads are cut off, they are placed 
in nail-studded barrels and rolled ovér precipices. The not-so- 
wicked are often punished, however, with equal severity and 
sometimes an odd character gets it in the neck or some other 
vulnerable spot just because he is stupid. 

The carter who deliberately ran his team of horses over a 
dog, in “The Dog and the Sparrow,” was a meanie all right, 
but what happened to him afterward was a bit excessive. 
Taunted by a vengeful sparrow, he was tricked into killing his 
three horses one by one, his crops were eaten up, his house and 
furnishings were destroyed and finally he himself was laid low 
by a misdirected blow from a hatchet. The student, in another 
tale, who. believed that wisdom would come from being inclosed 
ir a sack, was left hanging head downward to meditate on his 
simplicity.

The tales of Andersen and Grimm are not only 
filled with vilence and cruelty, they often imply a very 
dubious morality. In “The Tinder Box” a soldier return- 
ing from the wars acquires a fortune by first tricking 
and then murdering an old witch.

- many Hans Andersen characters, Not at all, Through 
_his illicitly acquired “tinder box” which has magical 
properties, he confounds his enemies and marries into 
the Royal Household. The witch, to be sure, is old. and 
ugly.

His Songs Are Still Fres.

NEW YORK, Sept. 28. 
ACK in the Gays when the 
world was y and more 
salubrious and Delmoni- 
co’s at Fifth Avenue and 44th st. 
hadn’t yet been prosaically sup- 
planted by a railroad office, Vic- 
tor Herbert and I sat one gentle 
Spring evening over the wine and 
discoursed not only on it but on 


its two well-known and equally . 


warming appendixes. A large and 
confiding soul, he brought himself 
finally to the third item in the 
evening’s bill of particulars, 
“When it comes to song,” said 
the old boy, “success begins with 
a hum, A song that can be sung 
by people right after they have 
heard it for the first time is 
often doomed to failure, But if it 
eludes them for the time being 
and they can only vaguely hum it, 
one can be fairly sure that it is 
on the road to popularity. I should 
therefore rather compose one 
such hummer than any six songs 
that are more quickly and fully 
capturable.” 


It is the difference between the 
tunes of a talented musician and 
of a tin piano artificer that, while 
those of the former are frequently 
somewhat difficult of nabbing, 
those of the latter present no 
such problem. Politely refraining 
from naming names in the second 
catalogue, the tunes written by 
the parties for the Broadway 
shows are mostly of such an ob- 
viously derivative or elementary 
order that one can yodel them in 
their entirety after a first hear- 
ing, sometimes, indeed, after hear- 
ing only the first measure or two, 
But the songs of men like Her- 
bert have a freshness, a composi- 
tional ingenuity and an harmonic 
sleight that take a while to cap- 
ture and, when captured, linger 
affectionately not only on the lips 
but also in the memory. 


It has been complained of Victor 
that there is sometimes a slight 
excess of syrup in his songs, The 
criticism is partly true. But it is 
true ‘mainly in the case of his love 
songs and is therefore not to be 
considered too nefarious. Love, I 
am informed by those of experi- 
ence in the subject, induces in its 
victims a mood of a piece with 
uncrystallizable fluid separated 
from crystallized sugar in the re- 
fining process, and it is thus ap- 
propriate that songs of love recog- 
nize the fact, It is the worst kind 
of critical cynicism that forbids 
such purely romantic melodies the 
“moonbeams and starbeams and 
stories” of Swinburne and that 
would have in their stead the sour 
flavors of something like “Sioux 
City Sue.” 


Herbert was an Irishman educa- 
ted in Germany and when you 
have an [Irishman educated in 
Germany you aren't likely to get 
from him love songs anything like 
“The Girl With The Three Blue 
Eyes.” What you may expect is 
rather a good, sentimental mixture 
of Kathleen ni Houlihan and Lore- 
lei, and that is what you get from 
Herbert. His songs are Rhine wine 
with sprigs of shamrock: mellow, 
melting, unashamed to weep a 
little, and with the shamrock 
handsomely bestowed upon the 
barmaid’s coiffure. 


In “Gypsy Lady,” which is a 
combination of the scores of “The 
Fortune Teller” and “The Seren- 
ade,” the humming-bird of another 
generation has been brought back 
to us and, in the case of “The 
Red Mill,” our ears are again to 
be congratulated. The songs are

‘ United States 
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That's What They Say of Joe Curran, Hard-Boiled 
Head of National Maritime Union—90,000 Members

NEW YORK, Sept. 28 


OSEPH CURRAN, president of 
A National Maritime Union, 

recently on strike and _ the 
world’s largest trade union of sail- 
ors, is a bleak man of 40 ‘with 
menacing brown eyes and a nose 
scalloped by repeated fractures. 
His air of scornful righteousness 
and his size—he is six feet two 
and weighs 217 pounds—give him 
at times the appearance of the 
only adult in a world of children. 
His body is so massive and angu- 
lar that a sailor once said, “I'd 
as soon run into a jagged boulder 
as run into Joe.” He has a head 
like a block of granite, a gray 
complexion, a loud, angry voice, 
and the attitude of a man con- 
stantly struggling against an im- 
pulse to commit mayhem. 

His constituents, numbering 
about 90,000, approve of his noisy, 
truculent manner. They take it 
as evidence that the comforts of 


‘ life ashore have not diminished 


the salt-water toughness which 
was all he was known for when, 
only 10 years ago, he was a work- 
ing seaman like themselves. Just 
before the N.M.U. threatened to 
call a strike a few weeks ago, a 
militant, red-faced seaman named 
Jimmy O’Grady visited Curran’s 
office at headquarters to make a 
minor complaint against the 
union. Curran arose and advanced 
threateningly on him, shouting 
something about throwing him out 
the window. O’Grady backed out 
beaming. “Thank God!” he said 
to a friend. ‘“Joe’s still just a 
sailor at heart.” 

Curran has the appearance and 
the bearing of a sailor, but he has 
the responsibilities and outlook of 
a world statesman. He frequently 
says, with awe, that his organiza- 
tion, which is C.I.O., is the only 
trade union whose activities en- 
circle the earth. Wherever there 
is water deep enough for a ship 
to float, there members of the 
N.M.U. can generally be found. No 
other union in the United States 
contains such a mixture of racial 
and national groups, At the same 
time, no union is more homogen- 
eous. Most of the members are, 
like Curran, rough, salty extro- 
verts; they were described in a 
Maritime Labor 
Board report in 1939 as “the most 
fiercely independent segment of 
labor to be found any place in the 
world.” 

The National Maritime Union is 
only nine years old. It was 
founded in the early days of the 
C.1.0., and Curran has been its 
president from the beginning, For 
a salary of $7,800 a year, he not 
only guides the union ‘in high pol- 
icy and strategy but has charge 
of its newspaper, a social-service 
bureau that handles three thous- 
and cases a month, a union school 
with headquarters in New York 
and branches in four other Amer- 
ican ports, a treasury fund of $2,- 
000,000, a credit union with 3400 
members, and a program of re- 
creation that provides facilities 


for dancing, painting, and choral 
singing, He is also a vice-president 
of the C.1.O., president of the 
Greater New York Industrial Un- 
ion Council of the C.1.0., and an 
official of the World Trade Union 
Federation, 

When he thinks of the 60,000,000 
trade unionist#of America, Africa, 
Asia and Europe that he some- 
times speaks for as a Federation 
officer, he experiences the sort of 
wonder that was felt by the Okla- 
homa millionaires who were pau- 
pers until oil began to spurt in 
their back yards. “To think I was 
only a sailor aboard a rust-bucket 
ten years ago!” he says. 

Curran is especially conscious of 
what 10 years have done for the 
profession as a whole when he 
compares the little Greek coffee- 
pot restaurant on Eleventh aven- 
ue, where the first meetings of the 
union were held, with its present 
headquarters. His office, which is 
on the top floor, is equipped with 
indirect lighting, walnut paneling, 
oil paintings, a scimitar-shaped 
glass-topped desk around which 20 
can be seated, deep, green leather 
chairs and davenports, and ship 
models. Curran finds all this im- 
pressive enough, but when he 
looks into the council room that 
adjoins his office, he is even more 
impressed. It is 70 feet long, and 
there is a 50-foot table, a dias for 
the union’s six national officers, 


and a gigantic mural map of the' 


world. The place hag the dignity 
and solemnity of a United Nations 
Security Council room. 
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ost of whose lives ashore have 

een spent along the waterfront 
and in saloons, feel that the detor 
puts too much strain on a man’s 
comportment. Curran, however, 
does not permit his surroundings 
to intimidate him. Weekly staff 
meetings, which are customarily 
attended by @ dozen of the union’s 
department heads, are usually held 
in his office, and he often brings 
them to order by calling out, 
“Come on, you guys! Steam is up. 
Train’s ready to go!" If one of the 
heads happens to start criticizing 
another, Curran may interrupt by 
coldly inquiring, “Who you tryin’ 
to kill?” If members of the staff 
start quarreling, he says, “Let’s 
not have an Irish Parliament 
here!” After a somewhat acrimo- 
nious meeting, he is apt to remark, 
“The ceiling was splattered with 
blood.” On the whole, his speech 
is edged with violence. His way 
of advising a subordinate official 
to discharge an employe ig to say, 
“Cut off his head!” 

Sometimes Curran must simul- 
taneously keep order at a meeting 
and sign an apparently endless 
sequence of checks, for he feels 
he has to place his signature on 
every one the union sends out, 
and there are occasionally as 
many as a thousand a week. When 
his secretary bustles into his-of- 
fice with a sheaf of them, he cries

out, “Can’t I ever get a rhinute?” 
Sometimes if there are no checks 
to sign during a meeting, he leaves 
his desk and perches on a window 
sill, where he moodily ties sailors’ 
knots in the cord of the venetian 
blind. If the proceedings disturb 
him, he does what he calls pacing 
the deck—walking up and down, 
jingling the coins in his pocket, 
an expression of grave disapproval 
on his face, which is an unusual 
one, 

Heavy parentheses permanent- 
ly frame his mouth, and a series 
of deeply creased parallel lines 
run across his forehead, whose 
height is accentuated by the fact 
that he is bald. He says that he 
lost his hair as the result of black 
fever, which he got on an African 
run in 1928. “The skipper came to 
my bunk with some quinine and 
whiskey,” he explains. “The skip- 
per said, ‘Eat those and drink this, 
and you'll either get up or go over- 
board.’ I got up, but my hair was 
gone.” 

His manner at staff meetings is 
that of a man who, alone and un- 
appreciated, is carrying a heavy 
burden. He has a morbid fear 
that something he doesn’t know 
about is going on, and he often 
says, sarcastically, “I just want to 


be let in on what’s happening in. 


this union, that’s all.” In the past, 


several of his secretaries have ad- 


vised him to soften his manner, 
‘but he has refused. “If I didn’t 
holler,” he said to them, “seamen 
would think I’d gone soft or 
crooked.” He was displeased when 
one secretary suggested that his 
office be soundproofed. “How am 
I gonna bully these guys ff they 
can’t hear my voice?” Curran 
asked. In discussing the vernacu- 
lar of the sea, he says, “ ‘I’m gon- 
na kill you’ is just a normal piece 
of seamen’s language. ‘I gotta 
good mind to clip you, Curran’—

EN years ago, at the age of 

30, Curran was a sailor whose 

only home ashore was a bench 
in Battery Park.

“When Curran said the 
food was lousy, everyone said the 
food was lousy,” one old shipmate 
rectntly recalled, “and, if he said, 
‘Let’s go to the movies,’ everyone 
said, ‘Let’s go to the movies.’” 
It has also been suggested that 
Curran’s faults are his principal 
assets. Whenever he shouts and 
curses and threatens, his constit- 
uents, some 90,000 in number, say 
tolerantly, “He’s just a roughneck 
sailor; he doesn’t know any more 
than anyone élise,” and when it 
comes time again, they enthusias- 
tically re-elect him to office, 
Curran never got beyond the 
fifth grade, and at the time of the 
general strike in 1936 he was ut- 
terly inexperienced in public af- 
fairs. Each day he had to deal 
with a dozen situations he had 
never encountered before, and he 
solved them all by bellowing. It 
was apparent to Curran even then 
that the labor movement was 
gaining ground swiftly.

Hear the Clanging of the Bells, Fire Bells

NEW YORK, Sept. 28. 
F all the sounds that rise out

WHEN IT COMES to new ways 
of cooking chicken, we can learn 
something from our Central Amer- 
ican neighbors. We have several 
favorite ways of preparing chick- 
en, but in Central America prac- 
tically every village has some spe- 
cial and favorite recipe of its own. 
This chicken stew, for instance, is 
typical of that region, with its 
chili powder, tomatoes, peppers 
and hint of cloves. The raisins and 
stuffed olives, which are such de- 
lightfully different surprise in- 
gredients, are a Moorish addition 
brought to the Caribbean countries 
by the Spanish settlers some 400 
years ago. 

Central American chicken stew: 
one (four-pound) stewing chicken, 
one-fourth cup chicken fat or 
other fat, two teaspoons salt, one- 
fourth teaspoon pepper, one and 
one-half cups sliced onions, two 
cups shredded green peppers, one 
clove garlic, one and one-half 
tablespoons flour, one-fourth tea- 
spoon cloves, one-half teaspoon 
chili powder, two and one-fourth 
cups (one No. 2 can) tomatoes, 
one-third cup. seedless raisins, 
three-fourth cup sherry wine or 
cooking sherry, one-half cup sliced 
stuffed olives. 

Cut chicken into serving pieces. 
Heat fat in frying pan. Add 
chicken; sprinkle with salt and 
pepper. Cook: over low heat un- 
til all pieces are lightly browned. 
Transfer chicken to large kettle. 
Add onions, pepers and garlic to 
fat in frying pan, and cook slow- 
ly until lightly browned; remove 
garlic. Mix together flour, cloves 
and chili powder. Add to onion 
mixture and blend. Stir in toma- 
toes, Bring to boiling temperature 
and cook for five minutes, stir- 
ring occasionally. Add raisins and 
wine. Pour over chicken, Cover 
closely and simmer about one and 
one-half hours, or until chicken is 
tender. Add ‘olives just before 
serving.

OF COURSE, THE Bo haven't discovered anything new.

ELEVISION has emerged from the laboratory, 
is ready to show its qualifications to become, 
like radio, an integral part of American life. 

It will make its St. Louis public debut in a few 
months, through regular dailv broadcasts by the 
Post-Dispatch station, KSD. Construction of tele- 
vision facilities for KSD has started, under a re- 
cent Federal Communications Commission per- 
mit; transmission of black-and-white images, with 
synchronized sound, is expected by next March. 

Visual broadcasts will open metropolitan St. 
Louis to’an immensely broad new field of infor- 
mation, education, entertainment and advertis- 
ing. They will make the city an original unit of 
a proposed nationwide television network cap- 
able of extending man’s vision—his major sense 
—as far beyond his immediate surroundings as 
radio has extended hearing In television, 
science has literally brought the world into the 
home. 

Economically, television opens up a new in- 
dustry—the manufacture of receiving sets and 
telecasting equipment and operation of television 
stations.

The television camera is an electronic de- 


vice. A lens focuses an image of the subject on | 


the face of an image-orthicon tube inside the 
camera, causing electrons to be released from 
each of thousands of tiny cells—or sensitive dots 
—on the face of the tube. Electrons register an 
image composed of thousands of minute dots on 
a target being scanned horizontally, left to right, 
along a thin straight line, by an electronic beam. 
In the way an eye reads a written line, the beam 
“reads” its line across the image, with the dots 
of varying shades taking the place of individual 
letters. The dots, according to their degree of 
light or darkness, send back electrons which are 
translated into electrical impulses, amplified, and 
then sent out through the transmitting system. 

In the receiving set, a 
beam receives impulses, 
again on the screen in the order received as 
dots like those which cause impulses—as one’s 
arm writes down letters while the read 
them. Scanning is extremely rapid. Each image, 
or “frame,” is divided into a standard 525 lines. 
Beams scan, and reproduce, the 525 lines in 
one-thirtieth of a second, or at rate of 30 pic 
tures a second. Pictures therefore appear on 
receiving screen in such rapid succession they 
seem continuous, as in movies.
